Part 4, Nativities by state and counties, statistically arranged 
from the Returns of Births, Marriages and Deaths.

The following observations upon the Births, Marriages and Deaths registered In Hts- 
sachasetts in 1888, are intended to present a summary of the statistics compiled intheofllee 
of the Secretary of State from the official returns received from the regi8trati«>D officers of 
the cities and towns. It is preceded by a condensed statement of the population as pre- 
sented in the latest census of the State, that of 1885, together with an estimate of the pop- 
ulation for the year 1888, since all deductions relative to rates of births, marriaj^es and 
deaths must necessarily be founded upon the number of the population, as the moit 
essential factor. Other important factors which are considered, are age, sex, nativity, 
seasons of the year, localities, and density of the population, and, in that division of ttie 
Report which relates to mortality, special prominence is given to the causes of death, 
and particularly to those causes which have sanitary significance, some of which in 
recognized as more or less preventable. 

By the provisions of recent statutes, it is also required that the statistics of Divorces, 
and the Returns of the Medical Examhiers relative to deaths by violence, shall be pub- 
lished in the Registration Report. 

The number of births returned by the Registration Officers 
of Massachusetts for the year 1888 was 54,893, the number of 
marriages was 19,739, and of deaths 42,097, or 1,719 more 
births, 206 more marriages, and 1,334 deaths than were 
recorded in 1887. 

The aggregate registration, including 1,943 still-births, was 
118,672, which was 3,408 greater than that of 1887. 

The excess of living births over the deaths was 12,796, 
which was 385 greater than that of 1887, and was also greater 
than that of any year since 1874, except 1886. 

The approximate rates for 1888 were as folio ws, upon an 
estimated population of 2,044,506 : — 

Birth-rate, .... 26-85 to 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Marriage-rate (Marriages), . 9 Go 

(Persons Married), . . . 19 31 

Death-rate, .... 20o9 

Excess of births over deaths, .6-20 " " 

These rates would indicate, upon the estimated populatioDi 
one child born alive to 37 persons, one person married to 5i 
persons, and one death to 48 living persons. 
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The same data also indicate a daily average of 150 births, 
54 marriages, and 115 deaths, during the year 1888. 

In table 1 are presented the population, the number of 
births, marriages and deaths, the excess of births over deaths, 
the birth, marriage and death rates, and the natural rate of 
increase of the population for a period of thirty-nine years. 
By this table it appears that the birth-rate of 1888 was greater 
than that of any year since 1874, and with three exceptions 
(1872, 1873, 1874) greater than that of any year since 1860.

In periods of five years, the excess of our birth-rates over 
death-rates shows a gradual diminution, that for the period 
between 1880 and 1885 being the lowest for thirty-five years. 

The estimated excess for the years 1885, 1886 and 1887 is 
considerably greater than the average excess of the period of 
five years (1881-1885), 



Table 3 exhibits the birth, death and marriage rates of 
several European countries having registration, together with 
the natural increase for a series of years, or the excess of the 
birth-rate over the death-rate. 

The table also shows that for the period of twenty years 
(18()1-1880) Massachusetts shows a smaller rate of increase 
than those of the European countries quoted, except France 
and Hungary. 

For 1888 the natural rate of increase of Massachusetts was 
greater than those of either France or Ireland. 

The marriage-rate of Massachusetts in 1888 was greater than 
those of either of the countries included in the table, and for 
the twenty-year period, 1861-1880, it was only exceeded by 
that of Hungary. 

These data are from the most authentic sources, incIudiBj 
the Registrar-General's Report of England for 1887, and froW 
the very full and complete tables of Professor Bodio of MilaO* 
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POPULATION. 

The population of Massachusetts for the year 1885, the yeir 
of the State census, was found to be 1,942,141. For the in- 
tervening years, between the dates of the State and natioml 
census, such methods must be employed for estimating the 
population as will secure the most accurate results. For tlm 
purpose the method adopted by the Registrar-General of 
England is employed, which is based upon the supposition thit 
the annual rate of increase which had prevailed from 1875 to 
1885 was also maintained to the middle of the year 1888. 

This method appears to be the most reasonable and the least 
open to criticism. The cause which is most liable to introduce 
inaccuracy in the results obtained by this method is a differenoe 
in the rate of immigration and emigration in successive years. 

The population for the year 1888, estimated by the rate of 
increase for ten years, was 2,044,506. 

The changes in population from 1765 to 1885, together with 
the annual rates of increase, as shown by the colonial, national 
and State census enumerations, are given in the following 
table : —

The following table (5) gives the number of persons living 
at each age-period for the census years ISGS, 1870, ISTS, 1880 
and 1885, and also the average number for each age-period for 
the five census years. 

In the diagram on page 241 the same data are presented, for 
the census year 1885, for each of the age-periods of five years 
each from birth to one hundred years. The scale is that of one 
million inhabitants. For example, at the age-period twenty to 
twenty-five years, there were living, at the date of the census 
of 1885, in Massachusetts, 46,480 men and 56,100 women in 
each million of the population.

The number of births registered in 1888 was 54,893, whii 
was larger than that of any year since the beginoing of regifr 
tnition in Massachusetts ; and the rate for living births, as cit- 
culatcd from the estimated population (26-85), was also larga 
than that of any year since 1874. It was consequently lai^ 
than the average rate of cither of the five-year periods (187&- 
1880 and 1881-1«»5). 

Tile ratfl was also less than those of the periods 1856-18(0 
and 1871-1875, but was greater than that of the i>eriod whidi 
included the years of the Kebellion (1861-1865), and also tint 
of the period immedintcly following (1866-1870).

In table 8 are presented the numbers of births by counties 
for a period of twenty-four years, and the birth-rates of census 
years. 

In this table the births and birth-rate of each county for any 
given year may be compared with those of other counties, and 
with those of the State for the same year, and also with the 
births and birth-rates of the same county in other years. 

These tables show a considerable degree of uniformity in the 
birth-rates of different counties when the death-rates of the 
same counties are compared for different census years, while 
the birth-rates of counties present marked variations when 
compared with each other, Suffolk County having the highest 
rates and Dukes and Nantucket the lowest. 

As compared with the births for 1887, there was an increase 
in every county except Dukes, Franklin and Nantucket.

Density of Population, — In table 9 are presented the data 
relative to the birth-rates of cities and towns grouped accord- 
ing to the population. 

The birth-rates of cities, estimated in census years only, 
increased from 25-71 in 1865 to 29-70 in 1875, and then 
diminished to 27-59 in 1885. 

In the remainder of the State the birth-rate diminished from 
25-56 in 1870, to 21-53 in 1880, and then increased to 21-97 
in 1885. The statistics of Quincy and Woburn are specified in 
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this table ia addition to those of the previous year, these muni- 
cipalitieB having become cities since the date of the forty* 
sixth report.

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23*59 per cent, occurred in the first quarter; 23*60 percent 
in the second quarter ; 26*56 per cent, in the third qaarter, and 
26*25 in the last quarter of the same years. 

The largest average number of births for the period of twentj 
years occurred in the month of August. The order of the 
remaining months was as follows : October, December, Sep- 
tember, July, November, March, June, January, May, April, 
February.

Sex. — The statistics presented in table 12 relative to the 
sex of children born in 1888, differ but little from those of 
1887, or from the average of the previous thirty-five years. 

The ratio of males to females in 1888 was 105*4, as com- 
pared with 105-2 in 1887 and 104-6 in 1886, and 105-7 for 
the period 1853-1887. This agrees quite closely with that 
of Europe, which was 105*5 for the nineteen years (1865- 
1883). 

The disparity of the sexes among the still-born w^^ 
greater than among living children, the ratio of males ^^ 
females in 1888 being 151, as compared with 142-6 in 18*^' 
144-4 in 1886, and 146-6 for the period 1853-1887. 

The number of males and females among the illegitimi 
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births was equal, while the ratios in previous years were as 
follows: 97-4 in 1887, 117-7 in 1886, and 102-8 for the 
period 1853-1887. 

In table 13 are presented the statistics relative to the parent- 
age of children born alive in Massachusetts in 1888, together 
with those relating to the parentage of plural and of illegitimate 
births. 

The excess of children born of foreign parents over those of 
native parentage was 2,912, which was greater by 338 than the 
excess of the same class in 1887. It was also greater than that 
of any year since 1875, when the excess was 2,975. 

The number bom of mixed parentage was 11,555, which was 
1,677 greater than that of 1887, and also greater than that of 
any previous year.

In all of the counties first named there was an increase in 
the ratio of excess as compared with 1887, except in Essex, 
Nantucket and Plymouth. There was also an increase in the 
ratio of excess of foreign over native births in Middlesex, Suf- 
folk and Worcester counties, as compared with 1887. 

There was also an increase, in every county except Franklin, 
in the number of children who were born of mixed parentage. 
Id Suffolk County this excess amounted to 945, and in Mid- 
dlesex to 172.

In tables 14 and 15, the percentages of native and foreign 
born children are given for a series of years, by which it 
appears that the percentage of native-born children has de- 
creased with considerable uniformity since 1879, and was also 
less in 1^88 than in any year since the beginning of registration. 

The percentage of children born of foreign parents was less 
than that of 1887, but greater than that of any previous year 
since 1878. 

The percentage of children born of mixed parentage was 
greater than that of any previous year. 

If the number of births of mixed parentage be equally dis- 
tributed among the native and the foreign births, the birth-rate 
of the native population for 1888, estimated on the census of 
1885, was 18-3 per 1,000 of the living population, and that of 
the foreign population was 54-6 per 1,000. 
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In table 16 the number of births are presented for a period 
of twenty years (1869-1888) by sex and parentage.

Flural Births.— In 1887, 878 children were born of 437 
mothers. Of this number 868 were twins, 6 were triplets and 
one case of quadruplets was reported. 

The number of the offspring of plural births in 1888 was less 
than those of 1884, 1886 and 1887, but greater than that of 
1885. The percentage of those born of native parentage was 
greater than that of any previous year except 1878, since 1870. 
The percentage of those born of foreign parentage was the 
same as that of native-born twins, and was slightly larger than 
that of 1887, but less than that of any previous year of the 
twenty-year period (1869-1888). The percentage of those 
bom of mixed parentage was less than that of 1887, but greater 
than that of any previous year.

Ratio of Plural Births. — In the data presented in table 18, 
for the period of twenty years (1869-88), the ratio of twin 
and triplet births to the whole number of births which occurred 
in 1888 was less than the average number of the whole period. 

In one case, which occurred in 1888, four children were bom 
at a single birth. 



Illegitimate Births. — The number of illegitimate births 
registered in 1888 was 1,058, which was 19*3 per 1,000 of the 
whole number of living births in that year. This number was 
2-5 per 1,000 less than the number reported in 1887, 1 per 
1,000 less than that reported in 1886, and but -3 per 1,000 
greater than the average of the ten years, 1879-1888, and 3*3 
greater than the average of the twenty years, 1869-1888.

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Illegitimate Births. — Naiivity of Mothers. — In table 20 
are presented the statistics relative to the nativity of mothers 
of illegitimate children for a period of twenty years. 

The ratio of such children born of native mothers in 1888 
was 46'8 per cent., which was greater than that of 1887 by 1*6 
per cent., but less than that of any other year since 1875, and 
also less by 4-5 per cent, than the average of the twenty years 
(1869-1888). 

The ratio of such children born of foreign mothers was 50*3 
per cent., which was greater than that of 1887, and also greater 
than that of any previous year since 1875, and also greater by 
8 2 per cent, than the average of the twenty-year period.

In table 21 are presented the percentages of illegitimate 
births in each county as compared with the whole number in 
the State. 

Of the whole number, 56-05 per cent, were born in Suffolk 
County, as compared with 63*04 per cent, in 1887, and 61*61 
in 1886; and 13-52 per cent, in Middlesex County, as com- 
pared with 14-25 in 1887, and 11-32 in 1886. A majority of 
these births occurred at public. State and municipal institutions 
in these counties. 

The percentage of such births had also diminished in Frank- 
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lin, Hampden and Hampshire counties, but had increased in 
the remaining counties, as compared with the total number and 

the statistics for 1887. 

In table 22 is presented the nativity of illegitimate births 
by counties for 1888, and also for the period of ten yean 
( 1879-1888) . The highest percentage of such births of native- 
born mothers occurred in Barnstable, Dukes, Nantucket aod 
Hampshire counties, both for 1888 and for the ten-year period, 
and the lowest in Middlesex and Suflfolk, for the same years. 

In table 23 are presented the statistics relative to the ratio 
of illegitimate births to each thousand living births by counties 
for the period of ten yeai*s (1879-1888), by which it appears 
that Suffolk County presented the highest ratio for the whole 
period (44 per 1,000), that of Dukes and Nantucket being 
next in order, while the lowest ratios were found in Worcester 
and Norfolk counties (6*8 and 7*0, respectively). 

In the year 1888, Suffolk County had the highest ratio 
(44-5) and Nantucket the next (43-5), while Norfolk County 
presented the lowest (4*8). Hampden, Hampshire, Plymouth 
and Worcester presented nearly identical ratios (8*5, 8*4, 8*4 
and 8-3 per 1,000 births, respectively). 
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MARRIAGES. 

The number of marriages registered in Massachusetts in 
1888 was 19,739, which was 206 more than the number regis- 
tered in 1887, and 1,721 more than that of 1886, and was also 
greater than that of any previous year. The number of per- 
sons married for each thousand of the estimated living popula- 
tion was 19*31, and the number of marriages was 9*65. 

There was one person married to every 51*8 of the esti- 
mated population, as compared with one in each 51*4 in 1887 
and 54*8 in 1886.

The marriage-rate of 1888, as calculated from the estimated 
population, was *89 greater than the average of the past twenty 
years. It was also *79 greater than the average of the decade 
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1869-1878, and -97 greater than that of the decade 1879-1888. 
It was also *43 greater than the average of the period of thirty- 
four years represented in the table (1855-1888.) 

The following table (25) presents the number of marriages 
in each county for each year in the period of ten years, 1879-

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In tables 27 and 28 are presented the relation of the mar- 
riage-rates to the season of the year ; in the former table, by 
months and quarters, with the percentages for each for 1887 
and 1888, and in the latter table by quarters for a period of 
ten years. The greatest number of tuarriages was recorded in 
November, and in the last quarter of 1888 ; and the least num- 
ber in March, and in the first quarter. The order of preference, 
with reference to the four quarters of the year, was as follows : 
fourth, second, third, first. The average of the ten years 
(1879-1888) shows the same characteristic, which also appears 
in the English registration tables for a period of fifty years.

Between the ages of 25 and 30 years the men who were 
mjirried in 1888 were 33-4 per cent., and the women were 23-1 
per cent, of the whole number, as compared with 33*7 per cent 
and 23 4, respectively, in 1887. Between the ages of 30 and 
40 the men were 20 per cent, and the women were 11 '6 per 
cent., as compared with 19-7 and 11-6 per cent., respectively, 
in 1887. 

Six hundred and ninety-three men and 245 women were 
married after having attained the age of 50 years ; 19 men and 
5 women were over 75 years of age at the time of marriage, 
and 7 men and 2 women were over 80. 

In table 30 are presented the average ages at the time of 
marriage of all persons of both sexes for a period of eighteen 
years, and of persons married for the first time for the same 
period.

In table 34 are presented the percentages, for a period of 
twenty years, of marriages, with reference to the nativity of 
groom and bride. By this table it appears that there was a 
decrease in the percentage of the native-born from 1869 to 
1873, an increase from 1873 to 1879, and then a decrease up 
to 1888. The percentages of the foreign-born, with a few ex- 
ceptions, varied inversely as the former. 

In the class of marriages of persons of mixed parentage, 
there has been an increase with considerable uniformity in the 
whole period, especially in the class entitled native-born grooms 
and foreign-born brides.

3. Sentuneo to imprisonmeDt at bard labor for five yean or more. 

4. Desertion for three consecutive years next prior to the filing of 
the libel. 

5. Separation without consent, refusal to cohabit, and uDion for 
three years with a religious sect or society holding the relation of 
husband and wife unlawful. 

6. Extreme cruelty. 

7. Gross and eonfirined habits of intoxication. 

8. Cruel and abuHive treatment. 

9. Neglect to provide. 

10. Gross and confirmed drunkenness from opium or other drags* 

Of these causes, the one relating to union with a religioos 
sect holding the relation of husband and wife unlawful is prao- 
tically inoperative, since no divorces have been granted upon 
this ground for the past twenty-three years at least. 

A marriage may be annulled, and declared void, as provided 
by the statutes, in consequence of violation of the provisions of 
the laws concerning marriage. (Pub. Stats., chap. 145, sect. 

11.) 

The following statute relative to the granting of divorces 
was enacted by the Legislature of 1869.

The tables (pages 281-296) present the principal data rela- 
. tiTe to the divorces granted in Massachusetts during the period 
of twenty years ending with 1888. The statistics presented 
specify the number for, each countjs the sexes in favor of 
which divorces were granted, and the causes for which they 
were granted. 

During the period embraced in these tables (1869-1888), 
•10,723 divorces were granted, which was 2'S5 more than the 
Bamber granted in the twenty years ending with 1887. 

Sex. — Of the whole number, 7,412, or 69«12 percent., 
were granted on complaint of the wife. 

Of the divorces granted on account of adultery, 53*4 per 
cent, were decreed to the wife ; of those on account of 
desertion, 64-1 per cent. ; of those on account of intoxication, 
89*1 per cent. ; of those on account of extreme cruelty, 99*3 
per cent. ; of those on account of cruel and al>usive treatment, 
98-6 per cent. ; and of those on account of non-support, 100 
per cent. 

Causes. — Of the whole number of divorces granted in the 
period of twenty years ending with 1888, 3,037, or 28*3 per 
cent., were granted on account of adultery ; 4,834, or 4.5*1 per 
cent., on account of desertion; 1,242, or 11*6 per cent., on 
SGCoant of intoxication; 571, or 5*3 per cent., on account of 
extreme cruelty ; 739, or 6 9 per cent., on account of cruel and 
abosive treatment; 220, or 2 05 per cent., on account of non- 
eapport. 

Counties. — The greatest number of divorces in any county, 
during the twenty years, was granted in Suffolk, or 26 per 
cent, of the total number; Middlesex had 15*2 per cent.; 
Essex, 14-8 per cent. ; and Worcester, 12 6 per cent. 

The counties having the smallcbt number were Dukes and 
Nantucket, which had *5 per cent.; Franklin, 1*7 percent.; 
and Barnstable, 1-8 per cent. These ratios vary but little from 
those of the twenty years ending with 1887.

For extreme cruelty, the highest ratios, as compared with the 
total number granted in each county for the period of twenty 
years, were found in Dukes and Nantucket, 9*6 ; in Barnstable, 
8*3; and in Berkshire, 7*2; and the lowest in Franklin, 2*7, 
and in Norfolk, 3*6 per cent. 

For cruel and abusive treatment, the highest ratios for the 
same period were found in Plymouth, 11*6, and in Hampshire, 
10*7; and the lowest in Essex, 4*8, and in Franklin, 4 9 per 
cent. No divorces were granted for this cause in Barnstable 
County, and but one was granted in the same county for refusal 
or neglect to provide maintenance. 



In table 37 are presented the ratios of divorces to marriages 
in each year, for the period of twenty years ending with W^' 
The ratio for the entire period was one to 29*8. The high^^^ 
ratio was one to 21*4 in 1878, and the lowest, one to 48*4 i"* 
1871. 
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For the year 1888, it was one to 30*6, which was lower than 
that of auy year since 18^2. 

The average marriage rate for the twenty years (1869-1888) 
was 18-42 per 1,000 of the population. For the ten years (1869- 
1878) it was 18-52, and for the following decade (1879-1888) 
it was 18 34, a decrease of *18 per 1,000 of the population. 

Comparing the same periods with reference to the ratio of 
divorces to marriages, it appears that there was an increase from 
one in 30-7- in the former period to one in 2^ in the latter.

In tables 56 and 57 are presented the statistics relative to 
divorces in Massachusetts for the year 1888. The whole 
number of divorces granted in 1888 was 624, which was 17S 
less than the number granted in 1887, 23 more than those of 
1886, 22 less than those of 1885, and 88 more than the aver- 
age of the twenty years, 1869-1888. Of the whole number 
granted in 1888, 126, or 20*1 per cent., were granted on account 
of adultery, as compared with 22-5 per cent, in 1887, 20-8 per 
cent, in 1886, 23«4 per cent, in 1885, and 28*3 per cent, for 
the whole period of twenty years ending with 1888. 

The percentage for desertion in 1888 was 48*7, as compared 
with 49 9 in 1887, 45-7 in 1886, and 45-1 as the annual aver- 
age for the whole period of twenty years. 

For intoxication, the percentage in 1888 was 14-2, as com- 
pared with 13*9 in 1887, 16-3 in 1886, and 11-6 as the annual 
average. 

For extreme cruelty, the percentage in 1888 was 8*5, as 
compared with 2 in 1887. For cruel and abusive treatment,

the percentage was 9*4 ; and for neglect or refusal to provide 
support, it was 1*9. 

These ratios are, as compared with the annual averages for 
twenty years : for adultery, 8*1 per cent, lower ; for desertion, 
3*6 per cent, higher; for intoxication, 2*7 higher; for extreme 
cruelty, 1*8 lower; and for cruel and abusive treatment, 2*6 
higher. 

Of the whole number, 432, or 69-2 per cent., were granted 
on complaint of the wife, as compared with 69-7 per cent, in 

1887, 70 per cent, in 1886, and 69*1 percent, for the period of 
twenty years (1869-1888). 

Of the divorces decreed on account of adultery, 43*7 were 
granted to women, as compared with 51-4 in 1887, and 53*6 
in 1886. 

Of those which were granted on account of desertion, 65*5 per 
cent, were granted to women, as compared with 65*2 in 1887. 

Of those granted od account of intoxication, 86*5 per cent, 
were granted to women, as compared with 89*2 in 1887. 

All of the divorces on account of extreme cruelty, and all 
except three of those decreed on account of cruel and abusive 
treatment, were granted to women. 

Comparing the relative rank of the counties with reference 
to the number of divorces granted in each for the past five years, 
Suffolk had the greatest number in each year ; Middlesex was 
the second in order in 1884, 1885 and 1886, third in 1888, and 
fourth in 1887; Essex was second in 1887 and 1888, third in 
1885, fourth in 1884, and fifth in 1886 ; Worcester, second in 
1883, third in 1884, 1886 and 1887^ and fourth in 1885 and 

1888. The remaining counties occupied nearly the following 
order for the past five years: Bristol, Hampden, Norfolk, 
Berkshire, Plymouth, Barnstable, Franklin, Hampshire, Dukes 
and Nantucket. 

The greatest percentage of divorces for adultery in 1888 was 
granted in Norfolk County; the greatest for desertion, in 
Franklin ; for intoxication, in Hampshire ; for extreme cruelty, 
in Plymouth ; for cruel and abusive treatment, in Dukes and 
Nantucket, and for neglect to provide support, in Barnstable. 

The number of divorces granted in 1888 was less in nearly 
all of the counties than those of 1887, the counties having a 
greater number being Barnstable, Dukes and Nantucket and 
Plymouth. 
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As compared with the total number granted in each county, 
the following suniniury shows the relative rank of each county, 
for the prominent causes, fur 1888 : —

In 552 cases the libels were dismissed, which was a much 
larger number than that of the same class of cases in 1887 
(304). Of the whole number of dismissed lil)els, 36 were dis- 
missed by agreement, 334 for want of prosecution, 13 in con- 
sequence of death of one of the parties, and 169 for other and 
unspecified causes. 
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As compared with the number of marriages in the State, the 
numl)er of divorces in 1888 was as one to 31'6, as compared 
with one to 24-5 in 1887 ; one to 30-U in 1886 ; one to 26-4 in 
1885; one to 28-2 in 1884, and one to 30-0 for the twenty 
years ending with 1887.

The highest ratio occurred in Dukes and Nantucket counties, 
one to 15'7, and the lowest in Franklin County, one to 145*0. 
Other counties having high ratios were : Plymouth, one to 24 ; 
Hampden, one to 24*2 ; Essex and Barnstable, each, one to 25*7. 
Other counties having low ratios were : Hampshire, one to 73-6 ; 
Norfolk, one to 46*5 ; and Middlesex, one to 42-6. 

In table 59 it appears that the average length of married life 
of all libellants in 1888 was 11*03 years, as compared with 
11-69 in 1887. 

Of the suits entered upon the charge of adultery, the average 
length of married life was 10*07 years; for desertion, it was 
11*67 years; for intoxication, 12*0 years ; for extreme cruelty, 
10*8 years; for cruel and abusive treatment, 9*02 years; for 
non-sapport, 11.25 years, and for imprisonment, 11*0 years. 

Of the whole number of suits entered in 1888, in 16*1 per 
cent., the length of married life had been from one to five 
years; in 34*4 per cent., from five to ten years; in 34-5 per 
cent., from ten to twenty years ; in 10*3 per cent., from twenty 
to thirty years, and in 2*8 per cent., over thirty years. 
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Twelve of the libellants bad been married less than one year, 
and six less than six months. 

With reference to causes of divorce, the length of the mar- 
ried life of libellants in case of those entered for adultery was 
from one to five years in 21-3 per cent. ; from five to ten years 
in 32*4 per cent. ; from ten to twenty years in 36-0 per cent; 
from twenty to thirty years in 5*9 per cent. In three cases it 
had continued less than one year, and in three more than thirty 
years. 

Of the libellants on account of desertion, 13*3 per cent, had 
been married from one to five years ; 34*6 per cent., from five 
to ten years; 34-6 per cent., from ten to twenty years; 13'6 
per cent., from twenty to thirty years. Three had been mar- 
ried less than one year, two less than six months, and eleven 
had been married more than thirty years. 

Of the libellants on account of intoxication, 13*7 per cent, 
had been married from one to five years ; 33*7 per cent., from 
five to ten years ; 37 '9 per cent., from ten to twenty years ; and 
8'4 per cent., from twenty to thirty years. Two had been 
married less than one year, and three had been married over 
thirty years. 

A summary of the statistics relative to the length of married 
life of libellants, for the period of seven years ending with 1888, 
is presented in table 60. The number of suits entered during 
this period was 4,920, and the average length of married life 
of those who entered their suits was 11.38 years. 

The average for the different causes was as follows : for adul^ 
tery, 10-02 years; for cruel and abusive treatment, 10*09 
years; for desertion, 12'16 years; for extreme cruelty, 10*54: 
years; for imprisonment, 11*91 years; impotency, 9.4 years ^ 
intoxication, 12-05 years; non-support, 9-98 years; nullity o£^ 
marriage, 4-77 years. 

Of the whole number of libellants, 22, or -45 of one per 
cent., had been married less than six months ; 23, or *47 of one 
per cent., from six months to one year ; 751, or 15-3 per cent., 
from one to five years ; 1,576, or 32*0 per cent., from five to 
ten years ; 1,913, or 38-9 per cent., from ten to twenty years; 
481, or 9-8 per cent., from twenty to thirty years ; 144, or 2*9 
per cent., over thirty years; and in ten cases the length of 
married life was not stated. 
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DEATHS. 

The number of deaths reported for the year 1888 was 42,097, 
which was 1,334 more than the number returned in 1887, and 
4,853 more than the number reported in 1886. 

It was also greater by 3,929 than the average mortality of the 
five years ending with 1887, and was the greatest number 
reported in any year since the beginning of registration. 

Estimating the population in 1888 to have been 2,044,506, 
the death-rate for the year was 20*59 per thousand of the living 
population, which was greater than that of any previous year 
since 1875, and was also sufficiently large to increase the aver- 
age mortality-rate (19-43) for the thirty-seven years (1851— 
1^87) to 19-48 for the period of thirty-eight years ending with 
1^^88. 

The mortality of infants under one year Was 8,870, which 
was greater than that of any previous year of registration ; the 
greatest infant mortality of the previous fifteen years having 
been 8,514 in 1887, and the least, 5,805 in 1879. 

The percentage of deaths of children under one year of age 
to the total mortality in 1888, was 21 07, as compared with 
20-89 in 1887, and 21-07 in 1886. 

In table 61 are presented the number of deaths and the death- 
rates per 1,000 of the living population for each year, and for 
quinquennial periods from 1851 to 1888, inclusive. The 
death-rates for all years except census years are estimated. 

In table 62 are given the death-rates for the difierent counties 
for the five census years (1865-1885), and also the number of 
deaths in each county for each year since 1880 ; by this table 
it appears that the mortality in each county except Essex and 
Franklin for the year 1888 was greater than that of the 
previous year.

In the former, with an average density of 442 to each square 
mile, bj the census of 1885, the mortality-rate was 22-3 per 
1,000 of the population; and in the latter group, having a 
density of 102, it was 20-0 per 1,000. There was therefore a 
difference of 2*3 per 1,000 in favor of the rural counties, as 
compared with a difference of 3-0 per 1,000 in 1887, and 2*0 
per 1,000 in 1886. 

The death-rates indicated in this table are undoubtedly 
higher than the actual death-rates, since the population has 
probably maintained a rate of increase as great as that of the 
years immediately preceding, and the ratio of mortality in one 
group, as compared with that in the other, may also differ con- 
siderably from the estimate, in consequence of a difference in 
their rapidity of growth. 
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In table 65 it appears that the total mortality of 1888 ww 
greater than that of 1887^ and the mortality of every month, 
except July, November and December, was greater than that of 
the corresponding month of 1887. The greatest difference was 
in July, in which month there were 759 less deaths than there 
were in July, 1887 ; the least difference (91) was in the month 
of April.

By this table it appears that the least mortality of children 
under five years was in the month of November, and also in the 
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last quarter of the year, and the greatest mortality was io the 
moDth of AugDst and in the third quarter. The mortality of 
August was more than thrice that of November, and the mor- 
tality of the third quarter of the year was greater than the 
combined mortality of the second and fourth quarters for this 
class.

Sex. — Table 68 presents the mortality of males and females 
for a period of thirty-seven years, the ratio of the mortality of^ 
males to that of females, and also the mortality-rate of each 
sex, the latter being given for census years only. 

The excess of the mortality of females over males finds but 
a partial explanation in the excess of the former over the latter ; 
since, while this excess of the female population over the male 
amounted to 8-19 per cent, by the census of 1S85, the excess 
in the mortality of the female population in the same year was 
very much less. 

In 1888, notwithstanding a considerable ex«eaa of females 
estimated upon the census of 1885, there was an actual excess 
in the mortality of males over that of females of 371, as com- 
pared with an excess of females of 105 in 1 887, and 74 io 1886. 
There had been no excess of mortality of males since 1873, 
until 1888.

Id table 69 are given the deaths, by age and by sex, for cer- 
tain periods of life, for the years 1887 and 1888 ; by which it 
appears that 978 more males than females died under the age 
of one year, and the excess in the deaths of males over females 
tinder five years of age was 1,070. 
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Between the ages of 20 and 30, the deaths of females exceeded 
those of males by 106, and for all other ages the deaths of 
females exceeded those of males by 593. 

In tables 70 and 71 are presented the ratios of deaths at cer- 
tain ages, as compared with the total number, for a period of 
seventeen years. The percentage of deaths under one year 
was greater than that of 1887, and also greater than the aver- 
age of the seventeen years.

Table 73 presents the population of the State for the census 
years 1865-1885, for all specified ages, and also the deaths and 
death-rates per 1,000 living at the same ages for the same years. 

For the purpose of comparison, the deaths for the years 
1886, 1887 and 1888, at specified ages, are also given. 

The statistics given in table XIII. of this report pertaining 
to infectious diseases, upon pages 134-137, will undoubtedly 
explain many of the fluctuations in the death-rates in table 
73 in different years. 

In table 74 are given the average ages of all who have died 
in the State, by counties, for thirty years in quinquennial 
periods, and for each year separately since 1880. 

There was a general increase in the average age in all the 
counties from the earlier to the later periods. As compared 
with the figures of 1887, there was a slight decrease in the 
State at large ; and in the counties there was an increase, in 
Bristol, Middlesex, Nantucket and Norfolk, while in the 
remaining counties there was a decrease. 
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Deaths of persons reported as having lived one hundred yean 
or more, — In table 75 are presented the names and other 
principal data relative to those persons who have died in the 
year 1888, who were reported as having attained the age of 
one hundred years or more ; and in table 76 are also presented 
the statistics relative to such decedents for a series of ten 
years (1879-1888). 

Ages, — The total number of those reported as having died 
between the ages of 100 and 101 during the ten years was 55 j 
between 101 and 102 it was 37 ; between 102 and 103, 36 ; be- 
tween 103 and 104, 16 ; between 104 and 105, 9 ; and between 
105 and 106, 20. Eight were reported to have lived beyond 
110 years, and of the latter, one was reported to have attained 
the age of 113 at death, and another 118 during the year 1888. 

Sex. — Of the whole number reported, 72*5 per cent, were^ 
females. 

Nativity, — Of the whole number, 55 per cent, were of 
foreign birth. 

Conjugal condition, — Eighty-nine and nine-tenths per cent, 
of the whole number had been married.

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In tables 77 and 78 are presented the percentages of deaths, 
by nativity, for 1887, and also for a period of thirty-five years ; 
wherein it appears that the ratio of deaths of the native-born, 
to the total mortality of those whose parentage was known, was 
greatest in Dukes, Barnstable, Nantucket, Franklin and Ply- 
mouth counties, and least in Suffolk, Bristol, Middlesex and 
Hampden, in the order named. 

As compared with the statistics of previous years, the per- 
centage of mortality of the native-born in 1888, to the total 
mortality of those whose parentage was known, was greater 
than that of 1887, and was less by 1*77 per cent, than the 
average of the five years 1881-85.

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CAUSES OF DEATH. 

The number of deaths of which the causes were not registered 
in 1888 was 538, out of a total of 42,097. This number was 
1*28 per cent, only of the total number as compared with 1*22 
per cent, in 1887, 1-21 in 1886 and 1-31 in 1885. It was also 
less than one-fourth as great as that of the early years of the 
period of twenty years (1869-1888). 

The following table (79) exhibits the percentage of deaths 
in which there was a failure to return the causes for a series of 
twenty years. This table shows a marked improvement since 
1869, the percentage of failure to return the causes of death 
having been greatly diminished since that date. The table 
evinces a greater care on the party of registration officers dur- 
ing the latter years of the period, and also a better discrimina- 
tion as to the causes of death on the part of the physicians 
who are responsible for the certificates of death.

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The statistics of the causes of death are presented by counties 
io table 80, divided into five general groups or classes, together 
Tvith those whose causes were registered as unknown* From 
this table it appears that Dukes, Berkshire, Barnstable and 
Franklin counties returned the greatest percentage of deaths 
from unknown causes ; and Suffolk, Bristol and Nantucket 
counties returned the least percentage of such cases. 

Of the 538 deaths, of which the causes were either not 
returned or were of an ill-defined character, 117 were recorded 
as deaths from "hemorrhage," 78 from "tumor," 29 from 
inflammation, and 312 were either returned as from " unknown" 
•causes, or their causes were not stated in the returns. 

Of the class of diseases usually called zym^tic^ Hampden, 
Berkshire and Middlesex returned the highest percentages, 
and Dukes, Nantucket and Barnstable the lowest ; the percent- 
age in the whole State being 19-10. 

As compared with the statistics of the previous year, the 
greatest decrease was found in Dukes County (2-67). The 
decrease in other counties was as follows: Bristol, 2*81; 
Franklin, *81 ; Middlesex, *12; Nantucket, *48 ; Norfolk, 
-41 ; Suffolk, 2-29. In the following counties there was an 
increase: Barnstable, 1*40; Berkshire, 2*55; Essex, '02; 
Hampden, 2*57 ; Hampshire, -80 ; Plymouth, 2*62 ; Worcester, 
1-74. 

In the class of constitutional diseases, Nantucket, Suffolk, 
Norfolk and Essex counties returned the highest percentages, 
and Berkshire, Hampden, Franklin and Dukes counties the 
lowest. 

In the class of local diseases, Nantucket, Barnstable, Plym- 
outh and Dukes counties returned the highest percentages, 
and Berkshire, Hampden, Bristol and Suffolk the lowest. 

In the class of developmental diseases, Nantucket, Dukes, 
Berkshire and Barnstable presented the highest percentages, 
and Suffolk, Norfolk, Hampden and Bristol the lowest. 

In table 81 are presented the percentages of each class of 
diseases, as compared with the total number of deaths from 
specified causes for a period often years for the State. 

The percentage of deaths from zymotic diseases was slightly 
less than that of 1887, and also less than that of the average of 
the ten years (1879-1888). 
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The percentage of deaths from constttuttoncd diseases was 
less than that of any year in the period of ten years, and also 
less by *8 of one per cent, than that of 1887.

In the class of local diseases there has been almost a uniform 
increase since 1879 from 37*1 per cent, to 43*7 per cent. The 
percentages for the past five years were : 1884, 39*7 ; 1885, 
42-7; 1886,42-0; 1887,42-7; 1888,43-7. 

In the other classes, the developmental and violent^ the varia- 
tions from year to year have been but slight. 



I. Zymotic Diseases. — In table 82 are presented the star 
tistics of mortality from the chief zymotic or infectious dis- 
eases for a period of ten years (1879-1888). By this table ^ 
appears that the number of deaths from these diseases was le^ 
by 38 than that of the previous year from the same causes, ht^ 
greater than that of any previous year since 1881. It was al^' 
greater by 153 than the average of the ten years. 

The mortality from dysentery has presented but slight var^ 
ations since 1883, and was less than the average of the 
years. The mortality of the first five years was much grea 
than that of the last five years of the period.

The mortality from typhoid fever was greater than that of 
any year since 1882, and also greater than the average of the 
ten years from this cause. 

The deaths from whooping-cough were greater than those of 
1887 and 1885, and less than those of 1886 and 1884, and were 
slightly less than the average of the period. 

The deaths from croup were less than those of any year of 
the ten-year period except 1882, and were also less by 51 than 
the average of the period. 

The deaths from diphtheria were greater than those of any 
year since 1881, and were also slightly greater than the average 
of the period. 

^Measles caused 219 deaths, which was less than half the 
number of deaths from the same cause in 1887, and was 
slightly greater than the average of the period. The fluctua- 
tion in the mortality from measles has been very marked, the 
mortality from this cause having varied from 19 in 1879 to 455 
in 1887. 

Scarlet-fever was the cause of 504 deaths in 1888, which 
was 90 less than those of 1887, 173 more than those of 1886, 
and 32 less than the average of the period. 
Cholera infantum caused 2,195 deaths, which was 64 more 
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than those of 1887, and also greater than those of any year in 
the period, but less than the mortality from this cause in either 
1872, 1873, 1874, or 1875. 

Small-pox caused but 8 deaths during the year 1888, whidi 
was greater than the mortality from this cause in 1887 or 1886, 
but less than the average of the period. 

II. Constitutioiial Diseases. — The deaths from consump- 
tion in 1888 were 5,728, or 13*61 per cent, of the total IDO^ 
tality, and those from cancer were 1,275, or 3*06 per cent, of 
the total mortality. 

The statistics relative to these principal diseases of this class 
will be found under their special subjects on later pages of this 
Report.

There was an increase in the number of deaths from diseases 
of the nervous systein as compared with those of the previoos 
years ; but the ratio of increase was much less than that of the 
deaths from this cause in 1887 as compared with those of 1886. 
The total number of deaths from apoplexy, paralysis, insanity 
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and convulsions in 1888 was 3,561, which was 81 more than 
the number reported in 1887, 465 more than that of 1886, and 
517 more than that of 1885 from the same causes. 

The number of deaths reported from apoplexy was 1,233, 
which was but 8 more than that of 1887, while it was 260 more 
than that of 1886, 230 more than that of 1885, and also 342 
more than the average of the decennial period (1879-1888). 

The number of deaths from paralysis was 28 more than 
that of 1887, 104 more than those of 1886, 145 more than that 
of 1885, and 185 more than the average number for the decen- 
nial period. The ratio of increase in the number of deaths 
from this cause throughout this period of ten years has been 
much more uniform than that of apoplexy. 

The number of deaths reported as due to insanity was 204, 
which was greater than that of any previous year. It was 59 
greater than that of 1887, 53 greater than that of 1886, 16 
greater than that of 1885, and 47, or 30 per cent., greater 
than the average of the decennial period. 

The deaths from convulsions vtex^ 14 less than those of 1887, 
48 more than those of 1886, 126 more than those of 1885, and 
105 more than the average of the period. 

The deaths from the group of heart diseases were 3,061, or 
224 more than those of 1887, 592 more than those of 1886, 
834 more than those of 1885, and 835 more than the average 
of the decennial period. 

The number of deaths from the principal diseases of the 
respiratory organs — pneumonia, bronchitis and pleurisy — 
was 5,160, which was 496 more than that of 1887, 1,204 more 
than that of 1886, and 423 more than that of 1885. 

From bronchitis there were 1,326 deaths, which was 114 more 
than those of 1887, 306 more than those of 1886, 215 more than 
those of 1885, and 351 more than the average of the period. 

From pleurisy there were 118 deaths, which was 14 more 
than those of 1887, 18 more than those of 1886, and 20 less 
than those of 1885. 

From pneumonia there were 3,716 deaths, which was 368 
more than those of 1887, 880 more than those of 1886, 248 
more than those of 1885, and 648 more than the average of 
the decennial period. The mortality from this cause was also 
greater than that of any previous year of registration. 
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The deaths from peritonttts were 415, which was 28 more 
than those of 1887, 95 more than those of 1886, and 65 more 
than those of 1885. 

In the group of kidney diseases there was a decided increase, 
the number being 1,324, or 178 more than those of 1887, 163 
more than those of 1886, 196 more than those of 1885, aad 
329 more than the average of the period. 

Developmental Causes, — The number of deaths reported as 
due to the indefinite cause, teething, *was 109, which was bat 
one more than that of 1887, 8 less than that of 1886, 20 less 
than that of 1885, and also less than that of any year except 
1887, since the beginning of registration.

The number of deaths of infants reported as due to causes 
incident to the time of birth was 2,8()2, which was 182 more than 
that of 1887, 237 more that of 1886, 516 more than that of 1885, 
and also 516 more than the average of the period of ten years. 

The rate of increase from this group of causes should be 
compared with the birth-rate of the population, which has also 
increased with considerable uniformity from 23*46 per 1,000 of 
the population in 1879, the first year of the decennial period, 
to 26*85 in 1888, the last year of the same period, an actual 
increase of 14,598 births. 
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The number of deaths reported from old age was 2,024, 
which was 63 more than that of 1887, 119 more than that of 

1886, 17 more than that of 1885, and was also greater than 
that of any year since the beginning of registration, except 
1882, which was also 2,024. 

The number of deaths from the causes incident to child-birth 
was slightly less than that of the previous year, the number 
from such causes in 1888 being 144, as compared with 147 in 

1887, 189 in 1886, and 262 in 1885, and an average of 195 in 
the decennial period. 

If the number of deaths from puerperal fever (83) be added 
to the sum of the deaths from these causes, the ratio as com- 
pared with the total number of labors reported for 1888 is but 
one in 248-5, as compared with one in 240*8 in 1887, one in 
186-1 in 1886, and one in 138-5 in 1885. 

Deaths from Violence. — The total mortality from the princi- 
pal causes due to violence, either homicidal, suicidal or acci- 
dental, was 992, which was less than that of 1887 or 1884, but 
greater than that of any other year of the decade (1879-1888).

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The deaths of persons drowned and lost at sea were 349^ 
which was less than those of either 1886 or 1887, and greater 
than those of 1885. 

Three deaths were reported as having been caused by light- 
ning and 17 by heat, as compared with 84 in 1887 and 16 m 
1886. 

The further discussion of this class of deaths will be found 
under the head of Medical Examiners' Returns. 



Most Prominent Cmises of Death. — In table 86 is pre- 
sented, in tabular form, the relative position which each of 
twelve prominent causes of death held, in its incidence upon the 
population, for each year of the decennial period (1879-1888). 

Consumption and pneumonia proved to be the most destruc- 
tive causes of death throughout the period often years. Heart 
diseases advanced from the fourth place in 1879 to the third 
place in the last six years. 

Cholera infantum held the fourth place in 1888, 1887 and 
1886, and varied from the third to the sixth place in the pre- 
ceding years. 

Old age held the fifth rank in nearly every year of the period. 

Cephalitis advanced from the tenth place to the sixth, which 
it occupied in 1885, 1887 and 1888. 

Diphtheria changed its position from the third place, gradually 
receding to the twelfth in 1887, and again advanced to the 
seventh in 1888. 

Bronchitis has gradually advanced from the twelfth place in 
1879 to the eighth in 1888. Kidney diseases held the thirteenth 
place in 1880, advanced to the eighth in 1885 and 1886, the 
eleventh in 1887, and the ninth in 1888. 

Paralysis maintained a nearly uniform rank of the seventh 
place until 1888, when it receded to the tenth place. 

Cancer has gradually fallen off from the eighth to the 
eleventh place. 

Apoplexy has maintained nearly a uniform rank. 

Typhoid fever, which held the fourth rank in 1872 and the 
sixth in 1873, has disappeared from the list. If the table were 
extended, this disease would hold the fourteenth position, and: 
tabes mcsenteriea thirteenth. 
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This group of twelve most destructive causes of death con- 
stituted 61-49 per cent, of the total deaths of the year 1888, as 
compared with 60*18 per cent, in 1887, 60-25 per cent, in 1886, 
59*84 per cent, in 1885, and 58-85 per cent, in 1884. 

The other prominent causes of death, in their relative order

In table 87 are presented the ratios of the most destructive 
causes of death, as compared with the total mortality in each 
county, in 1888. 

In all of the counties except Nantucket, Franklin and 
Dukes, consumption was the most prominent cause, old age 
taking the first place in Dukes County, pneumonia in FraDklin, 
and paralysis in Nantucket. 

Pneumonia was the second destructive cause in nine 
counties. It also held the third place in one county, and the 
fourth and fifth in two others. 

Old age was the second in the order of fatality in one 
county, the third in two counties, the fourth in five counties, 
and the fifth in three counties. 

Heart diseases held the second place in two counties, the 
third place in eight counties, and the fourth in four counties. 

Cholera infantum held the third place in two counties, the 
fourth in two counties, and was most prominent in the fifth 
place, where it was the most destructive cause in four counties. 

In table 88 are presented the numbers of deaths from the most 
destructive causes, at the diflferent periods of life, during 1888. 

By this table it appears that consumption was the most 
destructive cause of death for all ages between 10 and 60 
years, as it was, also, in the six previous years. Cholera in- 
fantum was the most destructive cause among children under 
five, and diphtheria, for the next five years. 

Heart disease was the chief cause of death from 60 to 80 years. 

Pneumonia held the second place as a prominent cause 
among children under five years, and for the period between 
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30 and 50 years. Heart diseases held the second position for 
ages between 50 and 60 years, and for all above 80. 

Typhoid fever held the second position for ages between 10 
and 30. Scarlet-fever held the second place for children 
between five and ten years. 

Pneumonia was the third prominent cause for ages between 
5 and 10, 15 and 30, 50 to 60, and 70 to 80. 

While this table has a certain value for the purpose of com- 
parTng the destructiveness of certain diseases at definite periods 
of life, it has no significance for the purpose of comparing 
those periods with each other ; since, as will be seen by a later 
table, no account is taken of the number of persons living at 
those periods. 
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The foregoing tables pre8ent the statistics of mortality from 
certain specified causes for the year 1888, and also for a period 
of twenty-six years (1863-1888). 

These tables present the numbers of deaths from each of ten 
diseases, by sex, by months and by ages, together with the 
percentages for each sex, each month and each age-period. 
To these tables another was added in 1887, in which the mor- 
tality at each age-period is compared with the number Hying 
at such period. The value of such a table in estimating the 
actual incidence of any one of the diseases presented in the 
table is more fully illustrated in the forty-sixth Registration 
Report (1887), pages 363-365. 

The diseases grouped in these tables are small-pox, measles, 
scarlet-fever, diphtheria, croup, typhoid fever, dysentery, chol- 
era infantum, consumption and pneumonia.

SUMMARY OBSERVATIONS.

SmalUpox. — There were eight deaths from this disease 
during the year, one of which occurred in Hampshire County, 
four in Hampden, two in Suffolk, and one in Worcester, as 
compared with three deaths from this cause in the State in 
1887, none in 188t>, and 19 in 1885. 

Compared with the living population, the death-rate from 
this disease for the twenty years, 1849-1868, was 1-22 per 
10,000, and for the twenty years, 1869-1^88, it was -71 per 
10,000, — a very decided reduction, notwithstanding the seri- 
ous epidemic of 1872, in which year occurred nearly one-half 
of the deaths reported from this disease for the second period 
in question. The percentage of deaths from this cause to 
deaths from all causes for the same periods was *65 of one 
per cent, for the former, and '36 of one per cent, for the latter 
period. 

The following tables illustrate in a striking degree ttie 
decided changes which have taken place in the incidence of 
this disease upon persons of different ages since the introduction 
of vaccination. 



Ratio to Total Mortality from Small-pox per 1,000. 
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These figures do not give the ratio of mortality to the popu- 
lation at the different age-periods. The enormous differences 
in the mortality at different ages thus presented are, however, 
such as to outweigh the effect of slight differences which prevail 
in the earlier age-periods of life. 

The following are the average annual ratios of the deaths 
from this disease to the population at the different ages of life, 
the deaths at each age-period being compared with the persons 
living at the same period. 
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These ratios present results similar to those of other countries

by re-vaccination of persons living at those 
ages. 
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Measles, — The number of deaths from 
measles registered in 1888 was 219, which 
was less than half the number of 1887 (455). 
It^was 89 more than that of 1886, and 94 less than that of 
1885. 

The mortality-rate from measles for 1888 as compared with 
the total mortality was -52 of one per cent. ; it was 1-12 in 1887, 
•35 in 1886, '82 in 1885, and the annual average was -67 for 
the period of thirty years (1859-1888). 



Table ^^. — Mortality from Measles,— 1859-1888. 
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Compared with the estimated living population of 1888 it 
was 1-1 per 10,000 ; that of 1887 being 2-3 ; that of 1886, -6 ; 
that of 1885, 1-6 ; and the average of the thirty years, 1-33 per 
10,000. 

Of the 219 deaths from this cause in 1888, 170, or 77 per 
cent., occurred in Essex, Hampden, Suffolk and Worcester 
counties. No deaths were registered from this cause in 1888 
in Bristol, Dukes, Nantucket and Plymouth counties. 

The mortality-rate from this disease, compared with the 
population at each age-period, was 10-16 per 10,000, annually, 
for children under 5 years of age, for the twenty-six years 
1863-1888, the ratio diminishing rapidly until the age-period 
50-60, and then increasing considerably to the older ages. 

8carlet'fevei\ — The number of deaths registered from this 
disease in 1888 was 504, which was 90 less than that of 1887, 
173 greater than that of 1886, 83 less than that of 1885, and 
395 less than the average of the thirty years 1859-1888.

1887 and 1888, 
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The ratio of mortality from scarlet-fever, compared with 
the total mortality, was 1*19 percent.; which was less than 
that of 1887, 1885, 1884 and 1883, but greater than that of 
1886. It was considerably less than half the average rate of 
mortality from this disease for the past thirty years. Com- 
pared with the estimated population, the mortality-rate of scar- 
let-fever was 2-5 per 10,000. 

The mortality from this cause was more uniformly distributed 
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with reference to the population than that of 1887. There 
were no deaths from scarlet-fever during the year in Dukes and 
Nantucket counties. 



Table 96.— Mortality from Scarlet-fever. — 1859-1888. 
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The mortality ratio from this disease for the early period of 
life was as follows : For children under 5 years of age, 18'3 
per 10,000 living at that age in 1888, and 34-9 per 10,000 for 
the period of twenty-six years 1863-1888. For the age-period 
5 to 10 years, it was 6-60 per 10,000 for the year 1888, and 
13-42 for the twenty- six-year period 1863-1888. These ratios 
are less than those of the year 1887, and also of the twenty- 
five-year period 1863-1887. 

The greatest mortality from scarlet-fever in 1888 was in the 
month of January and the least in August, the deaths in the 
different months being as follows, successively: January, 124; 
February, 78; March, 85; April, 53; May, 43; June, 32; 
July, 18; August, 11; September, 16; October, 18 ; Novem- 
ber, 14; December, 13. 
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Diphtheria and Group. — The number of deaths from these 
combined causes in 1888 was 1,831, which was 203 greater 
than that of 1887, 273 greater than that of 1886, and 308 
greater than that of 1885. It was also less than that of 1875, 
1876, 1877, 1878, 1879, 1880 and 1881. 



Table 97. — Deaths from Diphtheria and Croup ^ by Counties. 

1887 and 1888. 
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Compared with the mortality from these combined causes 
in 1887, there was an increase in Hampden, Hampshire, Middle- 
sex, Norfolk, Plymouth and Suffolk counties, and a decrease 
in Berkshire, Bristol, Essex, Franklin, Nantucket and Worces- 
ter counties. 

The death-rate from these combined causes, compared 
with the total mortality, was greater than that of any year 
since 1884. 

From croup the mortality-rate, compared with the mortality 
from all causes, was less than that of any year for the past 
thirty years, while that from diphtheria was greater than that 
of any year since 1882. 

The mortality-rate for diphtheria at the different ages of life 
is indicated by the following annual ratios per 10,000 of the 
population living at such ages, for the period of twenty-six 
years, 1863-1888; 3603, 19-26, 5-27, 1-67, -79, -58, -36, -34, 
•54, -50, '39. These are slightly greater for the earlier ages of 
life than those of the period 1863-1887 for the same ages. 

The mortality from these combined causes, by months, for 
1888, was as follows : — 
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January, 211; February, 159; March, 156; April, 154; 
May, 173; June, 138; July, 108; August, 113; September, 
96 ; October, 167 ; November, 180 ; December, 176. 
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Typhoid Fever, — The number of deaths from this disease 
in 1888 was 943, which was 21 more than that of 1887, 143 
more than that of 1886, and also more than that of any year 
since 1875, except 1881 and 1882. 

The ratio of mortality from typhoid fever to the total mor- 
tality was 2*24, which was less than that of 1887, but greater 
than those of 1885 and 1886. 

Compared with the estimated living population, the ratio 
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was 4.6 per 10,000, which was greater than that of any year 
since 1882. In all of the earlier years, from 1860 to 1877, the 
ratios were higher than that of 1888.

There were 536 deaths among males, and 407 among females, 
which would indicate a ratio of 5*7 per 10,000 for the males, 
and 4*0 per 10,000 for the females, as estimated from the ceosus 
of 1885.

Of the total number of deaths from typhoid fever, 625, or 69-4 
per cent., occurred in the last half of the year, and 56-9 per cent, 
in the months of August, September, October and November. 

In tables 100 and 101 are presented the mortality from this 
disease by counties for a period of ten years (1879-1888), 
together with the percentages from the same cause for the 
same period ; by which it appears that the greatest increase in 
the mortality from this cause, as compared with that of 1887, 
was in the counties of Hampden, Hampshire, Norfolk and 
Plymouth, while in nearly all of the remaining counties, in- 
cluding the more populous counties, there was a decrease.

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In table 102 are presented the death-rates from typhoid 
fever per 10,000 of the population, for the census years 1865- 
1885, by which it appears that in all the counties there has 
been a steady diminution in the mortality from this disease. 
The uniformity of such decrease is especially noticeable in the 
most populous counties. 

Diarrhoeal Diseases. — The number of deaths from this class 
of diseases was 66 more than that of 1887, and 372 more than 
the average of the ten years (1879-1888). The sum of this 
group of diseases, 3,779, was 8*9 per cent, of the total mortality 
from all causes, as compared with 9*1 in 1887, 9*0 in 1886, 8*5

By this table it appears that 
the greatest relative mortality, 
both for the whole period of 
twenty-six years and for the 
two years 1887 and 1888, was 
at the extremes of infancy and 
old age . There was also in each 
instance a decrease in the res- 
tive mortality, with considerable uniformity, from the youngest 
age-period to the period 15-20 years, and then a progressive 
increase up to old age. The contrast between the extremes 
of least and greatest incidence was not so great in the two 
years 1887 and 1888 as it was in the twenty-six-year period 
(1863-1888). 

Cholera Infantum. — The number of deaths from this disease 
in 1888 was 2,195, which was 64 more than that of 1887, and 
greater than the average of the ten years (1879-1888). The 
death-rate per 10,000 of the entire living population was 10'7 
as compared with 10-6 for 1887, 9-77 for 1886, 9-52 for 1885, 
and 10*87 for 1884. It was also greater than the average rate 
for the decennial period (1879-1888), which was 10-36. 
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Comparing the two decades, 1869-1878 with 1879-1888, 
the average annual number of deaths in the former was 2,138, 
and the rate per 10,000 of the living population, 13*61 ; and 
in the latter period the average annual number of deaths was 
1,962, and the mortality-rate 10-36. 

As compared with the population living under five years of 
age (Census of 1885), the ratio of mortality from cholera in- 
fantum in 1888 was 123-1 per 10,000, while that of the whole 
period, 1863-1888, was slightly less (112-5 per 10,000). 

Of the whole number of deaths from this cause in 1888, 544 
occurred in July, 947 in August, and 477 in September ; or 
89"7 of the^ whole number, as compared with 89-2 per cent, for 
the same period in 1887. 

There were 1,174 deaths of males from this cause, and 1,021 
of females.

Consumption, — The number of deaths registered in 1887 
from this, the most prominent cause of death in the list of dis- 
eases, was 5,728, of which number 2,698 were of males and 
3,030 of females.

In table 106 is given the ratio of the deaths from consumption 
to the total mortality for a period of ten years, for the State, and 
for each county ; by which it appears that in Bristol, Dukes, 
Hampshire, Nantucket and Norfolk counties the percentage of 
mortality from consumption was greater than that of 1887, 
while in all of the other counties it was less. In two counties 
only, Hampshire and Suffolk, did the percentage exceed 15 per 
cent, of the total mortality. The lowest ratios were* recorded 
in Berkshire, Barnstable, Franklin and Hampden counties. The 
greatest decrease, as compared with the ratios of 1887, was 
found in Plymouth, Barnstable and Hampden counties. 

In table 107 is presented the mortality at different periods 
of life from this disease, together with the total mortality from 
all causes for the same periods, for the purpose of comparison. 
In parallel columns are also given the ratios of mortality from 
the same cause to the population living at each age-period for 
the period of twenty-six years, 1863-1888, and also for the 
single year, 1888. By this table it appears that consumption was 
most fatal at the age 70 to 80 for the period 1863-88, the age 
20 to 30 coming next in order; while for the year 1888 it fell 
most severely upon the age-period 20-30, the following period, 
30-40, coming next in the order of fatality. The mortality at 
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each period of life wss less in 1888 than it was for the average 
of the whole period at the same ages, except the age-period 
10 to 15 years, the greatest differences appearing at the older 
age-periods from 50 years to old age. 

In the same table is also presented the mortality from the 
same disease for the two sexes for each age-period in 1868, 
together with the ratio of deaths at each age-period for each 
sex, to the poptilation of each sex living at yuch period. From 
this it appears that the mortality was greater among females at 
all ages up to the period 20-3U years, and for the older age- 
periods the mortality was greater among males.

Table 109 presents the mortality from consumption by months 
■nd qaarters of the year for 1888. The greatest number of 
deaths from this disease occurred in the months of April and 
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May, and the least in September and June. In a monthly 
average of 477, the variations for the maximum and minimum 
were 73 and 72. 

Table 1 10 is introduced to show the comparative mortality

In table 111 is presented the nativity of persons who died of 
consumption in 1888, the nvxmbeiY^ ioT ^^c^^^xV^ing given, 
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and the nativity of known cases. Of the whole number, 63*18 
per cent, were of native birth, 36-17 per cent, foreign, and -75 
of one per cent, unknown. 

The percentages for each sex were nearly the same as com- 
pared with the total number of each sex. 

Id the same table is presented the parent-nativity of those 
who died of consumption, so far as it was ascertained. The 
nativity of the fathers was as follows : native, 30*90 per cent. ;

In every county except Nantucket and Plymouth the deaths 
from this cause exceeded those of 1887. The counties having 
the highest ratios to the total mortality were : Franklin, 12*58 ;

Mortality from Pneumonia at Different Ages. — The com- 
parative mortality from this disease at the different age-periods 
given in tables 90 and 92 for the twenty-six-year period 
1863-1888, and also for 1888, 
shows a high rate for infancy, 
rapidly decreasing to the age 
10-15, and then increasing with 
less rapidity to old age. 

The comparative mortality at the 
different age-periods maintained a 
very uniform variation for the 
twenty-six-year period and for the 
single year 1888, the ratios in 
the latter case being higher for 
each period of life than those of the series of years (1863- 
1888). In both cases the mortality of old age from this disease 
is shown to be excessive, a point which is not made clear in 
the tables of earlier years.

Whooping-cough. — The deaths from this disease in 1888 
Mrere 245, which was 13 more than those of 1887, and 26 less 
than those of 1886. They were 4 less than the average of the 
decennial period (1879-1888). 

Nearly one-half the deaths from this cause occurred in Suffolk 
County. There were no deaths from whooping-cough in Dukes 
and Nantucket counties, and there have been but two deaths 
from this cause in those counties fdr the past ten years. 



JBrain Diseases. — The number of deaths from the group of 
diseases which includes apoplexy, paralysis, softening of the 
brain, insanity, cephalitis and other unspecified diseases of 
the brain in 1888 was 4,522, which was 265 greater than that 
of 1887, 678 greater than that of 1886, and also greater than 
that of any previous year.

In table 120 are presented the statistics relative to the gen- 
eral mortality from cancer for a period of twenty years, in two 
ten-year periods, together with the mortality per 10,000 of the 
living population. By this table it appears that there has been 
an increase, with considerable uniformity, from 3*4 per 10,000 
of the population in 1869 to 6-2 per 10,000 in 1888. 

If the period were extended to twenty-two years (1867 to 
1888), the ratio appears to have been more than doubled (2-9 
to 6-2). 

In comparing the two decennial periods, it appears that the 
Tate has increased from an average of 3*8 in the former to 5*5 
in the latter. 

In table 121 is presented the nativity of persons who died of 
cancer in 1888, the numbers for each sex being given, and the 
nativity of all cases in which such nativity was known. Of 
the whole number, 64*16 per cent, were of native birth, 34*90 
per cent, foreign, and *94 of one per cent, unknown. The 
percentages for each sex differed but little from those of the 
total number of both $exes. 

In the same table are given the parent-nativity of those who 
died of cancer in 1888, so far as it was known. The nativity

In table 122 are presented the deaths in eadi year since 1850 
ascribed to kidney diseases, and also in another column the 
deaths from dropsy. The apparent rapid increase of the for- 
mer and the decrease of the latter have undoubtedly produced 
an interchange of mortality-rates, the interpretation of which 
must be sought for in a better understanding of pathology and 
of medical diagnosis. 

The whole number of deaths reported as having been due to 
kidney diseases in 1888 was 1,318, which was 31*3 per 1,000 
of the total mortality, as compared with '27'4 in 1887, 30-5 
in 1886, 28*6 in 1885, and 27.0 in 1884. . 

As compared with the living population, the mortality from 
this group of diseases was 6 45 per 10,000; while for 1887 it 
was 5-57; for 1886, 5 74; for 1885, 6-60; and for 1884, 
5-23, per 10,000. 

There was also a decline in the deaths from dropsy, the 
whole number registered from this cause in 1888 being 204, or 
4-8 per 1,000 of the total mortality, as compared with 218 or 
5-2 in 1887, 219 or 5-9 in 1886, 244 or 6-4 in 1885, 234 or 6 8 
in 1884, and 296 or 7-8 in 1883. 

From the sum of these causes (kidney diseases and dropsy) 
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the whole mimber was 1,522 in 1888, or 36-2 per 1,000 of the 
total mortality, as compared with 32 7 in 1887, 36-4 in 1886, 
350 in 1885, 33*3 in 1884, and 33-2 in 1882. 

In tables 123 and 124 are presented the numbers of deaths 
from kidney diseases in each county for a period of ten years, 
and the percentages of the same to the total mortality. There 
was an increase in these ratios, over those of 1887, in each of 
the counties except Barnstable, Hampden and Hampshire. 

The slight difference in pei*centages for the whole State, as 

compared with those in table 122, is due to the fact that certain 

diseases, not properly classed with kidney diseases, are classed 

with kidney diseases in one table, which do not appear in the 

other. The resulting error is but a slight one. 

Sex and Age, — Of the whole number of deaths from kidney 
diseases in 1888, 782, or 59*5 per cent., were males, and 533, 
or 40 5 per cent., were females, as compared with 58*4 per 
cent, and 41*6 per cent, in 1887, and 56*2 per cent, and 43*8 
per cent, in 1886. 

In table 1 25 are presented the statistics relative to this class 
of diseases for the year 1888, by ages, and also for the decen- 
nial period (1879-1888). 

By this table, in which the mortality from kidney diseases at 
each period is compared with the population living at that 
period, it appears that the fatality diminishes slightly from the 
period of infancy to the age- period 10-15 years, and then in- 
creases to old age. At all ages the death liability was greater for 
the year 1888 than it was for the ten-year period (1879-1888). 
In the report of 1887 a more complete table was presented, 
in which the death-rate from kidney diseases per 10,000 living 
at each age-period was given separately for each sex, by which 
it appeared that the difference in the mortality at different 
periods of life was greater among males than among females. 
At most age-periods the mortality of females from this cause 
was found to be less than that of males at the same periods, a 
slight exception occurring at the child-bearing age, 30-40, 
among females, at which age the death liability of the two sexes 
was as follows : —

Alcoholism. — The number of deaths registered ia 1888 as 
having been due to this cause, including delirium tremens, was 
126, as compared with 111 in 1887, 108 in 1886, 122 in 1885 
and 125 in 1884. It was also 13 more than the average of the 
ten years (1879-1888). 

The ratio as compared with the total mortality was 2*9 per 
1,000, which was *2 of one per 1,000 more than that of 1887. 

The rate per 100,000 of the living population was 6*2, which 
was slightly greater than that of 1887 (5*5). 

Comparing the two decades, the ratio of the latter period 
(1879-1888) was 3-03 per 1,000 of the total mortality, and 
5-97 per 100,0(X) of the living population, while the corre- 
sponding ratios of the former decade (1869-1878) were 2*81 
and 5-61.

Of these 126 deaths from alcoholism, 84, or 66*7 per cent., 
were returned from the populous counties of Suffolk, Middle- 
sex and Essex, having but 53*6 per cent, of the population. 

Such returns cannot in any sense be regarded as an index of 
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the prevalence of intemperaQce, since there can be no doubt 
that the desire to spare the feelings of surviving relatives limits 
the statement as to this cause of death to those cases where no 
disguise is possible. 

The undue prominence of the cases reported in the more 
populous counties may be regarded as partly due to the public 
institutions existing in those counties. 

In table 127 are presented the statistics relative to the nativity 
and parent-nativity of the greater portion of those who were 
registered as having died of intemperance in 1888. The num- 
bers of each sex are presented and the nativity of those cases 
in which their nativity was known.

Out of the 109 cases presented in the table, 86, or 78*9 per 
cent. 9 were males. Of the whole number, 49*5 per cent, were 
of native, and 46*8 per cent, were of foreign birth. 
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Of the males, 55*8 per cent, were of native birth and 39*5 
per cent, foreign. Of the females, 26*1 per cent, were of nitife 
birth and 73-9 foreign. 

This table also presents the parent-nativity of die decedents 
from alcoholism. The nativity of the fathers was as follows: 
23*8 per cent, native and 66*9 foreign ; of the mothers, it was 
25*7 native and 6*51 foreign. 

Old Age. — This title has usually been entered in the noso- 
logical table of causes of death under the general class of 
developmental diseases. It is needless, however, to state that 
old age is neither a disease nor a cause of death, but simply a 
condition or period of life. The record of ** death from old 
age ^ upon a certificate usually implies that the cause was either 
unknown or not specified. 

While 2,024 were recorded in 1888 as having died of **old 
age," the greater portion of whom were over 70 years of age, 
there were also 3,442 other persons who died of apoplexy, 
paralysis, heart disease, pneumonia, cancer, kidney diseases 
and violence, after reaching the age of 70 years, none of whom 
were included in the former number. 

A consideration of the deaths recorded under the group enti- 
tled *' old age" has greater significance when compared with 
the population than with the total mortality. (See table on 
page 320.)

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In table 129 are presented the statistics relative to this class 
of deaths, by nativity and parent-nativity, by which it appeals 
that 63*46 per cent, of the decedents were of native birth and 
35*15 were foreign. The percentages for each sex differed 
but little from those of the total number. 

Fifty-three and fifteen . hundredths per cent, of the fathers 
of these decedents were of native and 36*14 per cent, were of 
foreign birth. The percentages of the mothers were yeij 
nearly the same. 

Other Diseases of Special Sanitary Significance. 

There are certain other diseases of a specific character, incladed 
in the general class which for many years has received the desig- 
nation of zymotic diseases, which are worthy of special comment 
although they have but little influence upon the death-rate. 

The number of persons recorded as having died of cholera in 
1888 was 79. These cases roust necessarily be regarded as 
deaths from cholera morbusy since Asiatic cholera lias not ap- 
peared in Massachusetts since 1866. 

Malarial Fevers. — From ague and remittent fever there 
were reported, in 1888, 64 deaths ; of which number 34, or 53*1 
per cent., occurred in the five western counties, having but 26 
per cent, of the population. Of these, 10 occurred in Hampden 
County, 8 in Hampshire, 2 in Franklin, 7 in Worcester, and 7 
in Berkshire. There were also 8 in Middlesex, 6 in Bristol) 
and 6 in Suffolk counties. 

The numbers in other "recent years, in the State, were as 
follows: in 1887, 46; in 1886, 32; in 1885, 56; in 1884,81; 
in 1883, 75 ; in 1882, 42 ; in 1881, 29 ; and in 1880, 45. 



Syphilis. — From this disease there were reported 
deaths in 1888 ; of which number 42, or 87*5 per cent., oc- 
curred in Suffolk and Middlesex counties. 

Hydrophobia. — Two deaths were reported from this disease; 
one occurred in Barnstable and the other in Bristol County. 

Glanders. — There were no deaths from glanders in 1888. 

Anthrax or Malignant Pustule. — There was one death froffl 
this disease in 1888, which occvxTxe^Kw^^^^iLdwvwi^,^. 
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Id table 130 are presented the statistics of mortality from 
diarrhoeal diseases for the three months of July, August and 
September, for a period of ten years (1879-1888), A brief 
meteorological summary ie also appended for the same period. 

The mortality-rate from these diseases, during the third 
quarter of 1888, was greater than that of 1887 or that of 1886 
for the same period, but less than that of any previous year 
since 1879. 

The mean temperature of these months was 67*5, which was 
greater than that of any previous year since 1882. 

The mean barometer of the same months was 89-99, which 
was less than that of 1887 and less than that of 1886, but 
greater than that of either of the three previous years. 

The mean humidity was less than that of 1887, and was the 
same as that of 1886. 

The rain*fall was considerably greater than that of the same 
period in any of the previous nine years. 

In tables 131 and 132 is presented a meteorological summary 
of the year 1888, together with the mean monthly temperatare 
for a period of ten years (1879-1888). 
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MEDICAL EXAMINERS' RETURNS. 



The returns of the Medical Examiners for the year I8889 
made to the Secretary of State under the provisions of chapter 
379, section 3 of the Acts of 1885, comprise the data of 1,649 
deaths, the causes of which were made the subject of medico- 
le^l inquiry by these officers. 

The number of districts in the State at present is seventy-two. 

During the year 1888 there were seventy-three Medical 

Elxaminers acting in these districts. There was one vacant 

district, the third in Dukes County, comprising the towns of 

Ohilmark and Gray Head. 

There were four deaths of Medical Examiners during the 
year, — Dr. James H. Waterman of the fourth Hampden dis- 
trict. Dr. Frederick Winsor of the second Middlesex district. 
Dr. Ira Russell of the second Worcester district, and Dr. 
Bowse R. Clarke of the seventh Worcester district ; and there 
Were two resignations, — Dr. Justin G. Hayes of the second 
£^x district and Dr. George G. Bulfinch of the eighth 
Worcester district. 

Dr. James A. Shepard was appointed for the fourth Hamp- 
den district, Dr. William E. Tucker for the second Essex dis- 
trict. Dr. Daniel March of Winchester for the second Middlesex 
d^Btrict, Dr. Edward A. Sawyer for the second Worcester dis- 
^ct, Dr. George E. Bullard for the seventh Worcester district, 
•'^d Dr. C. C. Bradford for the eighth Worcester district. 

There were no deaths requiring the action of the Medical 

*^*aminer8 in the third district of Dukes County, the second 

^strict of Essex County and the tenth district of Worcester 

Coiinty ; and consequently no returns were received from those 

^Unties. 

From the returns of the Medical Examiners it appears that 
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the number of deaths from sudden, violent and suspicious 
causes which were examiued by these officers was 1,649, or 93 
more than those of the previous year. Of this number 1,261 
were males and 373 were females, and the sex of the remaioing 
17 was unspecified, the latter being infants less than a week old. 
The comparative data for the four years of registration were

The deaths from homicide were 52, or 3-15 per cent, of the 
whole number investigated in 1888, as compared with 52, or 
3*34 per cent., in 1887, and 47, or 3'41 per cent., in 1886. 

The deaths from suicide reported by the Medical Examiners 
in 1888 were 190, or 11'51 per cent, of the whole number, as 
compared with 173 deaths from the same cause in 1887, or 
11-12 per cent., and 157 deaths in 1886, or 11*38 per cent. 

From accident or negligence there were 785 cases, or 47-55 
per cent, of the whole number, as compared with 748, or 48*07 
per cent., in 1887, and 678, or 49-17 per cent., in 1886.

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From all other causes, including alcoholism and various nat- 
ural, as well as certain unknown or ill-defined, causes, usually 
of a sudden nature, or of a character liable to give rise to sus- 
picion of violence, there were 624 deaths, or 37-79 percent., 
as compared with 583, or 37*47 per cent., from the same class 
in 1887. 

Homicide. — Of the whole number of deaths returned by the 
Medical Examiners as homicidal in 1888, 17 were by infanti- 
cide, 7 by abortion, 8 were by shooting, 3 by stabbing and 
other wounds, and 17 by blows and falls. 

Suicide. — The number of deaths returned by the Medical 
Examiners as suicidal in 1888 was 190, of which number 45 
were by shooting, 21 by cutting throat, 23 by drowning, 42 
by hanging, 50 by poisoning, and 9 by other methods. 

Of the 50 suicides by poisoning, 29 were by the different 
forms of arsenic, 12 by preparations of opium, and 9 by other 
poisons. 

Arsenic as a poison was used in four different forms, — white 
arsenic, Paris green, <* rough on rats "and rat dynamite; the 
two latter being quite similar in their character, and consisting 
of white arsenic mixed with coal dust or soot. 

The number of suicides by arsenical poisoning was greater 
than that of any previous year except 1887. 

Sex. — Of the 190 deaths reported as suicides, there were 
146 males, or 76*8 percent., and 44 females, or 23*2 percent., 
as compared with 7-46 and 25*4 per cent, respectively in 
1887, and 80-3 and 19*7 per cent, in 1886. 

Of the 45 suicides by shooting, 42, or 93-3 per cent., 
were males. Of the 23 by drowning, 14, or 61* per cent., 
were males. Of the 42 by hanging, 35, or 83.3 per cent., were 
males ; and of the 50 by poisoning, 32, or 64* per cent., were 
males. 

In the two following tables are presented the statistics of 
suicide by counties in Massachusetts for a series of twenty 
years, in two ten-year periods (1869-1888). 
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By these statistics it appears that there was an increiiae in 
the ratio of deaths from this cause in the latter period, aa com- 
pared with the former, not only in the State, as a whole, but 
also in nearly every county, the exceptions being Middlesex, 
Nantucket and Plymouth counties, in each of which there was 
a slight decrease. There were no suicides in Dukes County 
during the ten years (1879-1888).

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Points of Special Interest in the Returns of Medical 

Examiners. 

One death from electricity was reported at Lynn. 

Three deaths occasioned by lightning were reported, in which 
there was no apparent evidence that the deceased were struck. 
Two of these were elderly women, aged 71 and 78 years, 
both of whom died in the same thunder-storm, in June, 1888, 
in the same town. The. other case was that of a child of 10 
months, in which no external marks were reported. In one of 
these cases the lightning struck an adjoining house to that in 
which the deceased child had lived. 

There were two groups of deaths in which several persons 
lost their lives by accident, — one of these the burning of a 
building at Springfield, at which time eight persons died either 
by burning or by leaping from the burning building. In the 
other case twelve persons lost their lives by a railroad accident 
at Bradford, either at the time of the accident or within a few 
days afterward. 

Alcoholism. — Intemperance from the use of alcoholic liquors 
is stated to have been the direct cause of death in 73 cases 
^hich came to the notice of the Medical Examiners, or 4*4 
per cent, of the whole number, of which number 57 were 
men and 16 were women. All of these persons were between 
the ages of 20 and 70 years, and all of the women were 
between the ages of 20 and 60 years. There were many other 
cases in which the same cause produced a fatal result, either in 
the class of homicidal or suicidal or of accidental cases. 

As a proof of the considerable share which the excessive use 
of alcohol contributes to the work of the Medical Examiner, 
the following list of brief selections is made from the reports of 
cases of 1888. It is probable that many more of the cases 
reported were due to the same cause, in which no allusion to 
this direct or indirect source of fatality was stated. 

The extracts here given include only the essential particulars 
in each case ; namely, sex, age, diagnosis or mode of death, 
and a clause stating the fact of intemperance or alcholism, as 
having a direct or indirect connection with the case.

6. E. R., age 28. Alcoholism and heart disease. 

The body of this man was fbnnd dead in bed. The people in the house say that he 
was drnnk in the street, that be was brought into the bouse by two men and put to 
bed. The man that slept with him says R. was so cross and ugly that he left him and 
went to another room to sleep ; about six or half-past six in the morning, some one 
spoke to R., and he said " he was not going to get up " About 9 o'clock a.m. he 
was found dead, as before mentioned. The circumstances under which the body was 
found, and the stories told relating to his death, made It seem a proper case for Investi- 
gation. The autopsy was made by the authority of the mayor, in the presence of 
witnesses : — 

Autopsy. Body that of a man five feet ten Inches in height, weight abont 160 
poonds, eyes and hair black, pupils both alike. Riicor mortis well marked. There Is a 
bloody streak on the right thigh and dried blood about the nostrils, also a bloody 
streak on the right side of the face, with no other external marks of violence. 

On opening the chest and abdomen, the lungs are seen to fill the cavity of the chest ; 
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there is a Httle bloody flnid in the plenral^ cavities. Pericardlaxn normal in appeurtnce. 
Heart a little larger than the right fist, normal In shape, of a blnlsh-red color, fkliif 
firm ; the auricnlo-ventrlcnlar opening in left side admits three fingers ; anricolo-Teotrf' 
cnlar opening in right side also admits three fingers. The caTltiee are distended with 
soft black clots ; the coronary vessels are of normal sise. 

Langs. The right is large and heavy. Left everywhere adherent by old and flro 
adhesions, the dependent parts are of a lighter color with lighter marblimrs; both 
InnfTS are crepitant. The cnt snrfkce of the lower lobe of the right long is of a onl- 
form blackish color, and the vessels are distended with blood; the upper lobe ii ofa 
reddish black color ; a quantity of bloody material can be squeezed fh>m the cnt lor- 
face; the bronchi are smeared with bloody mncns. Peritoneum everywhere deir 
and glistening. Spleen is about three inches lonir and two inches wide, is of a hlirisb- 
red color and firm, and in section shows dark bloish-red color; fbllicles can be rMdflj 
made out. Stomach is distended with gas, and contains about one half pint of sohituee 
smelllni; like sour beer ; the external coat of stomach (renerally of a grayish tppW' 
ance; dependent parts of the mucous membrane are of a reddish color, the other puti 
of a grayish-white color, and there are small spots of ecchymosis ; the vessels csn be 
seen as fine red lines. The mucous membrane of duodenum is of a dark reddish color. 

Liver little larger than normal, and of a general bluish-black color; section of \Ynx 
shows uniform dark bluish color, and vessels are immoderately ftiU of blood. Oall- 
bladder moderately full of dark fluid bile. Pancreas and suprarenal capsules show 
nothing abnormal. 

Kidneys are of a bluish color with lighter spots, very firm, capsule stripe off rcadllf, 

section shows whole cut surface of a bluish appearance, the cortex a little nam>w, 

pelvis of right kidney a little dilated, otherwise like left (cyanosed) . Bladder resdiei 

nearly to umbilicus, and fhll of pale straw-colored urine. Cranium rather thin, diploe 

cannot be seen particularly on back part of head ; all the tissues, particularly orer top 

and side of the head, are of a reddish color; vessels immoderately fhll of blood; lonf^ 

tndlnal sinus immoderately fhll of blood ; hemisphere of brain both sides alike, cot 

surface shows nothing abnormal, no flnid in the ventricles, basal ganglia normal in 

appearance, cerebellum firm, and carefhl section shows nothing abnormal ; vessels st 

base of brain are immoderately full of blood, base of skull every way normal in 

appearance. 

4. T. J. C. ; age, 20. Pistol shot of head. 

On this day (6th) some trackwalkers on the — Railroad went Into the . 

grove opposite station. There they found the body of C. shot through the hesd. 

The body was firosen and covered with a light fbll of snow (of the 4th inst ). The htndi 
with knuckles badly scraped rested by his side, his hat a short distance fh>m his band. 
In his lap was a silver-gilt fhimed mirror (I foot by 8 Inches), and this covered a (Cbsl- 
lenfre, 5 shot, 32 calibre) revolver with pearl handle. The handle was on left side of lap, 
and the muzzle, pointing up, was partly concealed by the vest on the right side. The 
weapon was rusty. The pistol contained four empty shells and one loaded, the tatter 
being next to come under the hammer. There was blood on the leaves near the bead, 
and leaves were stuck to the head by blood and f^ost. The man was at least twenty- 
four hours unshaven. Some change and a five-dollar note and a paper satondad with 
kerosene were found in outside overcoat pocket. The body was subsequently identified* 
The scraping of the bands, which at first appeared to be due to the body's having been 
dracrged over frosty ground, was ascertained to be due to thecavases of field-mice. The 

man was known to have been around some of the questionable resorts at — 

some three days previously. Nothing more could be learned by the State police who 

were detailed on the case, and the presiding Justice determined the case as one of suicide. 

It should be remarked that the man was not left-handed. There was a brown mark on 

throat fVom the Adam's apple to chin, due to strong pressure during life. The autopsy 

revealed nothing more than a pistol wound of brain, which extended through the rigbt 

temple or Just above, extending directly through brain. The skull on opposite side wai 

fractured, and the ball, rebounding from l\i\ft v^\tv\.^ Vitid lodged in the left lateral ven- 

trfcle.

18. S. M. ; age, 79. Homicide. Acute meningitis and compression of brain. 

This man, supposed to l)e in fair health, left his home Friday, May 26, 1888, and 

walked to , a distance of three miles, to attend a drcas. While at , in 

the afternoon of the same day, he met with violence, to wit, an ii^ary to his head, which 
from the time of its infliction was thought to be of a serious nature. On Wednesday, 
May 30, at 11 o'clock a.m., he died. M., a young man, was said to have inflicted the 
ii^azy and has been taken into custody. 

Kztcmal Examination of Body. — I find an old man, Are feet nine inches tall, thirty- 
three and one-half inches around chest and twenty- nine and one-half inches around 
abdomen. Post-mortem rigor well marked. Hair is dark and well preserved (no 
Iwldness). I And a porous plaster over left iliac region. The left leg is one inch shorter 
than right. The pupils are normal. The tissues about the right eye are a good deal 
discolored and there is effusion of blood into the eye. I find a contused wound upon 
the right side of the forehead in the region of the right frontal eminence. The wound 
Is one inch long and extends upward and inward ; it is one-half inch in breadth at one 
place. The skin around it is discolored. The lowest part of the wound is one and three- 
eighths inches above the upper margin of thcorbit. The highest part is one-half inch 
ttom median line of the forehead. No other marks of violence are visible. 

Internal Examination of Body. — Cranial cavity : Upon removal of scalp, I find a 
compound comminuted flracture of the skull with firmly fixed depression of the commi-* 
noted portion of bone. The seat of the fraaure is in the region of the right frontal emi- 
nence and corresponds to the wound of the scalp above described. The size of the 
cnp-shaped depression in the bone is seven-eighths of an inch transversely, by an inch 
perpendicularly, and, at the central part, is three-eighths of an inch in depth. From this 
depressed portion of bone the fracture extends downward to, and backward across, the 
orbiul plate of the frontal bone. Upon removing the calvarium, I find the outline of 
the fVactnre upon the inner table of the skull is the same as upon the outer, excepting it 
l0 a little more extensive. 

The dura mater (outer membrane of brain) is bathed in offensive pus over its 
entire extent upon the right hemisphere, and the pus extends slightly upon the left 
hemisphere also. There are found several small, dark, soft clots of blood about the 
wound. The pia mater (inner membrane of brain) is reddened over the right hemi- 
sphere, showing evidence of inflammatory action. The brain tissue throughout this 
side is somewhat reddened and congested, giving the same evidence. There is also an 
extensive effusion of bloody serum about the brain. All the other portions of the 
brain and its membranes are in a fairly healthy condition. 

Thoracic cavity : I flnd extensive and firm pleuritic adhesions upon the right side 
and some upon the left. The upper lobe of each lung is in a fairly normal condition, 
but the lower lobes are hepatized and considerably softened. All the other organs and 
tissues in the cavity are fairly normal. The heart, in particular, with all its valvular 
arrangements, is perfectly normal. 

Abdominal and pelvic cavities : I find the kidneys in a fair condition, but the right 
one has an adherent capsule and shows signs of inflammatory action at some time. 
All the other organs and parts of the body are carefully and minutely examined and 
found normal. The urine contains a small amount of albumen. 

Concluston : There was, probably, some bronchial inflammation and congestion of 
the lungs prior to the injury, but not enough to necessarily prove fatal, nor would it be 
likely to, though it might in time. The ii^ury aggravated and hastened the lung 
trouble. The lung trouble did not, however, interfere with the healing process of the 
wound. The kidney trouble had little or nothing to do with the case. And I fhrther 
declare it to be my opinion that the said M. came to bis death fVom acute meningitis 
and compression of brain, caused by a fracture of the frontal bone. 

Inquest: The Grand Jury held prisoner guilty for manslaughter. Case was tried 
in July, 1888, and prisoner was sentenced to fourteen years in State Prison. 

28. M. M. ; age, 16. Suicide by arsenic. 

At about 11 P.K., March 6, took nearly a box full of " rough on rats.'* Motive obscure. 
She had repeated^ threatened suicide. Home difiUculties and mental depression were 
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alleged. Typlcai aymptoms (pain, Tomittng, diarrhoea, intense thlrat, delirtora, coUipie) 
followed ingestion of the poison. Died 6 ▲.!!., March 7, at City Hospital. 

Autopsy : Large patches of dull-blue liTidity on dependent parts. A line of bright 
red along opposing parts of prolabia. Peritoneal yessels ii\}ected. Heart mosclei ptie 
and pliable ; under endocardium of left ventricle two ecchymoses, each the ifxe of 
a dime, filood thin and dark. Lungs and bronchial mucosa injected. Kidneyiof 
normal size; cortex very pale. (Esophagus normal. Gastric mucosa swollen; weU- 
marked indications of hemorrhagic gastritis in all parts, most marked at pyloric end and 
posteriorly ; dots, spots, lines and patches of reddening, particularly along summiu d 
rugaB. Duodenum slightly reddened internally ; j€junum more red than other parti o( 
intestinal tract. Colon and rectum empty and contracted ; mucosa pale. Liver showed 
slight degree of fatty degeneration. Substance of brain showed marked iigectioo of iti 
vessels ; over upper part of left hemisphere there was a thin layer of eztravasated blood. 

164. S. McK. ; age, 46. Accidental poisoning with corrosive sublimate. 

About 8 A.M., October 31, deceased swallowed two tablespoonfVils of a saturated solu- 
tion of bichloride of mercury (bug poison^, thinking it was gin, although the bottle ^^ras 
properly labelled. Symptoms immediate ; epigastric pain, vomiting, great thirst, collap*^ 
Treatment: egg albumen Areely; vomiting provoked by apomorphia; ice ad lib.; naft^k.* 
In hospital from 9.10 a.m., October 31, to 3 a.m., November 1, the hour of her death. 

Autopsy : Buccal mucosa normal. Heart normal. Blood dark ; clot in right ^^^^ 
of heart. Lungs engorged ; bronchial mucous membrane reddened and covered 
blood-stained mucus. Kidneys small and rather pale, not fktty. CEsophagns 
with long streaks of grayish deposit, firmly adherent ; no sign of erosion or ulcerat&^C^ 
Stomach externally showed subserous ecchymoses along its lesser curvature ; elsewts^'^* 
the surface showed a general uniform pink hue, with long red lines, radiating fh>m 
to greater curvature ; internally, the gastric mucosa was thrown into long ridges, vl 
red at the base and crowned at the summit by a reddish gray deposit, as if by scsldi 
mucosa between the rugae was pink. Contents, half-pint of fluki, fawn colored. In 
tines injected outside, slight reddening within. Liver nutmeggy (passive coagwik^*^^' 
Meningeal and cerebral vessels iigected. 

1. M. McW.; age, 20. Asphyxia fh)m inhalation of coal-gas. 

The deceased, in usual health, Saturday night, December 31, retired at 10.30 p.ic .— 
sleep in a parlor upon a sofa drawn in f^ont of and six feet distant fh>m the stove. V 
parlor is a long room about 20 feet by 15 feet. The door communicating with the 
of the house was left open. The stove was a new one of the Seavy pattern, in 
coal fire was burning. It is not known in what condition the dampers were left, 
other members of the family sleeping in adjoining rooms were more or less affected wr' 
nausea, vomiting and diarrhcea. The father and brother sleeping in the next bedrock 
the door being open, continued ill throughout the next day. 

The aunt discovered the deceased, apparently dead, soon after daylight. A do<^ ' 
was called, but nothing was disturbed until the arrival of the medical examiner, 
found the body lying upon the sofa in an easy position upon the back with head indl 
a little to the right side.

Pericardial sac contained about an ounce of fluid 

normal appearance. Surface of lungs dark, mottled with bright red spots. Hi 

flaccid. Left ventricle empty. Right ventricle filled with dark fluid blood. Structi 

of bean normal. Right auricle Med wVih \>\ood. !^o heart clots. Lungs normal 

atracture, and crepitant. Bloody tkuid exudVng itom \itoTisii\s\ VxXMa. 
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Abdomen, — Omental vessels contained blood of bright vermilion color. Colon dis- 
tended with gas. Stomach contained al)ont two ounces of pinkish gruelly flnid. 

Around its cardiac orifice dark injected spots. Intestines empty, mncaous membrane 
normal. Uterns normal. Kidneys engorged with blood, normal in structure. Spleen 
normal and engorged with blood. Liver normal. Bladder empty. Ascending vena 
CAva fbll of blood. Brain examined ; vessels contained more blood than usual, other- 
wise normal. 

6. I. R.; age, 25 Accidental poisoning by inhalation of illuminating gas. 

it.*s body was found in bed in bis bedroom early in the morning of June 11. The gas- 
oock In the room was turned on and the room contained gas in large amount. R.'s body 
lay in bed undressed in natural posture of sleep. He had left bis wife where she was 
ylsiting friends, and had gone to their house in the evening of June 10, to open it prepar- 
atory to the return home. It is supposed that the loose-fitting gas-cock was accidentally 
tamed on after the turning off when R. went to bed, and that he fell asleep before dis- 
covering the escape of gas into the room. The body showed no remarkable external 
appearance. 

2. S. A. C; age, 25. Poisoning with water-gas. 

Found dead on the floor of his room. The pipe supplying a stove in the room with 
water-gas was broken, and the room was full of the gas. The gas which was used was 
supplied as fuel, and was not used for illuminating purposes. The room contained about 
1,300 cubic feet of air-space. It was stated at the subsequent inquest that this gas 
contained about 35 per cent, of carbonic oxide. At an autopsy held twenty -two hours 
after death, some old pleuritic adhesions were discovered, but otherwise all the 
organs were healthy in structure. The blood was generally very bright red. The pia 
mater was injected. The lungs were engorged and very red. The muscles, also, were 
unusually red. The only dark blood found in the body was in the left ventricle of the 
heart. Inquest, and verdict of accidental death. 



Expenses of Medical Examination for 1888.

LAWS CONCERNING THE REGISTRATION OF 
BIRTHS, MARRIAGES AND DEATHS. 

[Pablic Scmmtet— Chapter 3S.] 

OF THE RBOISTBY AND RETURN OP BIRTHS, MARRIAGES 

AND DEATHS. 

Section 1. The clerk of each city and town shall reoeive or ob* 
tain, and record and index, the following facts concerning the births* 
marriages and deaths therein, separately nnmbering and recording 
the same in the order in which he receives them, designating in sep- 
arate columns as follows : — 

In the record of births, the date of birth, the place of birth, the 
name of the child, (if it has any,) the sex and color of the child, 
the names and the places of birth of the parents, the occupation of 
the father, the residence of the parents, and the date of the record. 

In the record of marriages, the date of the marriage, the place 
of marriage, the name, residence, and official station of the person by 
whom married, the names and the places of birth of the parties, the 
residence of each, the age and color of each, the condition of eaoh« 
^whether single or widowed,) the occupation, the names of the |>ar- 
ents, and the date of the record. 

In the record of deaths, the date of the death, the name of the 
deceased, the sex, the color, the condition, (whether single, widowed, 
or married,) the age, the residence, the occupation, the place of 
death, the place of birth, the names and places of birth of the par- 
ents, the disease or cause of death, the place of burial, and the date 
of the record. 

Sect. 2. Parents shall give notice to the clerk of their city or 
town of the births and deaths of their children ; every householder 
shall give like notice of every birth and death happening in his 
house ; the eldest person next of kin shall give such notice of the 
death of his kindred ; the keeper of a workhouse, house of correc- 
tion, prison, hospital, or almshouse, except the state almshouse, and 
the master or other commanding officer of a ship, shall give like no- 
tice of every birth and death happening among the persons under 
his charge. Whoever neglects to give such notice for the space of 
six months after a birth or death shall forfeit a sum not exceeding 
five dollars. 

Sect. 3. A physician who has attended a person during his last 
illness shall, when requested within fifteen days after the decease of 
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such person, forthwith furnish for registration a certificate of tlie 
duration of the last sickness, the disease of which the person died^ 
and the date of his decease as nearly as he can state the same. If 
a physician refuses or neglects to make such certificate, he shall for* 
feit ten dollars to the use of the town in which h^ resides. 

Sect. 4. Every sexton, undertaker, or other pei-son having chai^ge 
of a burial-ground, and every undertaker or superintendent of burials 
having charge of the funeral rites preliminary to the interment of a 
human body, shall forthwith obtain and return to the clerk of the city 
or town in which the deceased resided, or the death occurred, the 
facts required by this chapter to be recorded by said officer concern- 
ing the deceased, and the person making such return shall receive 
from his city or town the fee of twenty-five cents therefor. 

Sect. 5. No human body shall be buried or removed from sny 
city or town until a proper certificate has been given by the clerk or 
registrar to the undertaker, sextou, or other person performing the 
burial or removing the body. Such certificate shall state that the 
facts required by this chapter have been returned and recorded ; and 
no clerk or registrar shall give such certificate or burial permit until 
the certificate of the cause of death has been obtained from the physi- 
cian, if any, \a attendance at the last sickness of the deceased, and 
placed in the hands of said clerk or registi'ar ; and in cities and towns 
where there are boards of health, the certificate of the cause of death 
shall also be approved by such board before a permit to bury is given 
by the registrai' or ^*lerk. Upon application, the chaiiman of the 
board of health, or any physician employed by any city or town for 
such purpose, shall sign the certificate of the cause of death to the 
best of his knowledge and belief, if there has been no physician in 
attendance. He shall also sign such certificate*, upon application. In 
case of death by dangerous contagious disease, or in any other event 
when the certificate of the attending physician cannot for good and 
sufficient reasons be early enough obtained. In case of death by 
violence, the medical examiner attending shall furnish the requisite 
medical certificate. Any person violating the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be punished by fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 

Sect. 6. The boards of health of towns and the mayor and alder- 
men of cities shall, on or before the first day of July in each year, 
license a suitable number of undertakers to take chaise of the fnneral 
rites preliminary to the interment of a human body. 

Sect. 7. Physicians and midwives shall on or before the fifth day 
of each month report to the clerk of each city and town, except 
Boston, a correct list of all children bom therein during the month 
next preceding at the birth of which they were present, stating the 
place and date of each birth, and the parents' names. 

Sect. 8. The clerk of each city and town shall give pnblic notice 
that he is prepared to furnish, to all physicians and midwives apply- 
ing therefor, blanks for returns under the preceding section. 

Sect. 9. Any physician or midwife neglecting to report such list 
for ten days after it is due shall for each offence forfeit a sum not 
exceeding twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. The clerk of each city and town shall annually, on or 
before the Grst day of March, transmit to the secretary of the com- 
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monweftlth oertilied copies of the records of the births, marriagesv 
ind deaths which have occorred therein daring the year ending on 
the last day of the preceding December. 

Sbct. 11. The record of the town clerk relative to a birth, mar- 
riage, or death, shall be prima facie evidence, in legal proceedings, 
of the facts recorded. A certificate, signed by the town clerk for the 
time being, shall be admissible as evidence of sach record. 

Sbct. 12. The clerk of each city and town, (except insnch cities 
and towns as choose a registrar, in which cases the provisions of this 
Bcction shall apply to the registrar,) for receiving or obtaining, re- 
cording, indexing, and returning the facts relating to marriages, 
births, and deaths occorring therein, shall be entitled to receive from 
the city or town for each marriage, fifteen cents ; for each birth, fifty 
cents ; for each death returned to bim by the persons specified in sec- 
tions two, three, and foor, twenty cents for each of the first twenty 
entries, and ten cents for each subsequent entry ; for each death not 
so returned, but by bim obtained and recorded, thirty-five cents, as 
the same shall be certified by the secretary of the commonwealth ; but 
a city or town containing more than ten thousand innabitants may 
limit the aggregate compensation allowed to their clerk or registrar. 
He shall forfeit not less than twenty nor more than one hundred 
dollars for each i*efusal or neglect to perform any duty required of 
him by sections one, two, three*, four, ten, twelve, fourteen, sixteen, 
and eighteen. 

Sect. 13. The superintendent of the state almshouse shall obtain, 
record, and make return of the facts in relation to the births and deaths 
which occur in his institution, in like manner as is required of town 
clerks. The clerk of a town in which such almshouse is located shall, 
in relation to the births and deaths of persons in said almshouse, be 
exempt from the duties otherwise required of him by this chapter. 

Sect. 14. The secretary shall at the expense of the commonwealth 
prepare and furnish to tbe clerks of the several cities and towns, and 
to the superintendent of the state almshonse, blank books of suit- 
able quality and size to be used as books of record under this chapter, 
blank books for indexes thereto, and blank forms for returns, on paper 
of uniform size ; and shall accompany the same with such instruc- 
tions and explanations as may be necessary and useful. City and 
town clerks shall make such distribution of blank forms of returns 
famished by the secretary as he shall direct. 

Sect. 15. The secretary shall cause the returns received by him 
for each year to be bound together in one or more volumes with 
indexes thereto. He shall prepare from the returns such tabular 
results as will render them of practical utility, make report thereof 
annnaUy to the general court, and do all other acts necessary to carry 
into effect the provisions of this chapter. 

Sect. 16. A city or town containing more than ten thousand 
inhabitants may choose a person other than the clerk to be registrar, 
who shall be sworn, and to whom all the provisions of this chapter 
concerning clerks shall apply. The returns and notices required to 
be made and given to clerks shall be made and given to such registrar 
under like penaltieb. 
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Sbot. 17. The secretary of the commoD wealth shall proeecote, by 
an action of tort in the name of the commonwealth, for the recovery 
of any penalty or forfeiture imposed by sections two, three, twelve, 
sixteen, and eighteen. 

Sect. 18. A city or town may make rules and regulations to 
enforce the provisions of this chapter, or to secure a more peifect 
registration of births, marriages, and deaths therein.

Section 1 . Section five of chapter thirty-two of the Public Stat- 
utes, relating to the burial or removal of bodies for burial, is amended 
by inserting in the eleventh line thereof, after the word *^ bury," the 
words '• or remove." 

Sect. 2. No railroad corporation, or other common carrier or 
person, shall convey or cause to be conveyed, through or from any 
city or town in this commonwealth, the remains of any person who 
has died of small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or typhoid fever, 
until such body has been so encased and prepared as to preclude any 
danger of communicating the disease to others by its transportation ; 
and no local registrar or clerk shall give a permit for the removal of 
such body until he has received from the board of health of the city, 
or the selectmen of the town where the death occurred, a certificate, 
stating the cause of death, and that said body has been prepared in 
the manner set forth in this section, which certificate shall be deliv- 
ered to the agent or person who receives the body. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [^Approved

AN ACT RELATING TO THE CERTIFICATES AND REGISTRY OF DEATHS. 
AND THE BURIAL AND REMOVAL OF BODIES OF DECEASED PERSONS. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. Section three of chapter thirty-two of the Public 
Statutes^ requiring attending physicians to furnish for registration 
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certain facts relating to deceased persons, is amended so as to read 
as follows : — SecHon 3, A physician who has attended a person 
doring his last illness shall, when requested, forthwith furnish for 
registration, a certificate stating, to the best of his knowledge and 
belief, the name of the deceased, his age, the disease of wMch he 
died, the duration of his last sickness, and the date of his decease. 
If a physician neglectis or refuses to make a certificate as aforesaid, 
be shall be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Sect. 2. Section five of said chapter, prohibiting the burial or 
removal of a human body until a proper certificate is furnished, is 
amended so as to read as follows : — Section 5. No undertaker, 
sexton or other person shall bury in a city or town or remove there- 
from the body of a deceased person until he has received a permit so 
tc> do from the board of health or its duly appointed agent, or, if 
there is no board of health in such city or town, from the city or 
town clerk. No such permit shall be issued until there has been 
delivered to such board, or agent or clerk, as the case may lie, a sat- 
isfactory written statement containing the facts required by this 
chapter to be returned and recorded, together with the certificate of 
the attending physician, if any, as required by section three of this 
chapter, or in lieu thereof a certificate as hereinafter provided. If 
there is no attending physician, or if the certificate of the attending 
physician can not be obtained, for good and sufiScient reasons, early 
enough for the purpose, the chairman of the board of health or any 
physician employed by a city or town for the purpose shall, upon 
request of said board, agent or clerk, make such certificate as is 
required of the attending physician ; and in case of death by violence 
the medical examiner shall, if requested, make the same. When such 
satisfactory statement and certificate are delivered to the board of 
health or to its agent, the board or agent shall forthwith countersign 
and transmit the same to the clerk or registrar for registration. The 
person to whom the permit is so given shall thereafter furnish for 
registration any other information as to the deceased or to the manner 
and cause of the death, as the clerk or registrar may require. Any 
person violating any of the provisions of this section shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars.

mediate cause of death as nearly as he can state the same. If a 
physician refuses or neglects to make such certificate he shall forfeit 
to the treasurer the sum of ten dollars for the use of the town in 
which he resides.

AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE RETURNS OF BIRTHS BY PHYSICIANS 

AND MIDAVIVES. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section seven of chapter thirty- two of the Public Statutes, as 
amended by chapter one hundred and fifty-eight of the acts of tlie 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-three, is hereby further amended 
by striking out in the second and third lines of said section the words 
*• except Boston ", so as to read as follows : — Sectioji 7. Physicians 
and midwives shall on or before the fifth day of each month rei)ort to 
the clerk of each city or town a correct list of all children born therein 
during the month next preceding, at whose birth they were present, 
stating the date and place of each birth, the name of the child (if it 
has any), the sex and color of the child, the name, place of birth and 
residence of the parents, and the occupation of the father. The fee 
of the physician or midwife shall be twenty-five cents for each birth 
so reported and shall be paid by the city or town in which the report is 
made.

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[Pnblic Statute, Chapter 145.] 
OF MARRIAGE. 

CERTAIN MARRIAGES PROHIBITED. 

Section 1. No man shall marry his mother, grandmother, daugb- 
tcr, granddaughter, step-mother, sister, grandfather's wife, sons 
wife, grandson's wife, wife's mother, wife's grandmother, wife's 
daughter, wife's granddaughter, brother's daughter, sister's daugh- 
ter, father's sister, or mother's sister. 

Sect. 2. No woman shall marry her father, grandfather, son, 
grandson, step-father, brother, grandmother's husband, daughter's 
husband, granddaughter's husband, husband's father, husband's 
grandfather, husband's son, husband's grandson, brother's son, 
sister's son, father's brother, or mother's brother. 

Sect. 3. In all cases in which the relationship mentioned in the 
two preceding sectiotis is founded on marriage, the prohibition shall 
continue notwithstanding the dissolution by death or divorce of the 
marriage on which such relationship is founded, unless the divorce is 
for a cause which shows such marriage to have been originally unlaw- 
ful or void. 

Sect. 4. All marriages contracted while either of the parties has 
a former wife or husband living, except as is provided in chapter 
one hundred and forty-six, shall be void. 

Sect. 5. No insane person or idiot shall be capable of contract- 
ing marriage. 

Sect. 6. No magistrate or minister shall solemnize a marriage, 
when he has reasonable cause to suppose the male to be under the 
age of twenty-one years or the female to be under the age of eigh- 
teen years, except with the consent of the parent or guardian having 
the custody of the minor, if there is any such parent or guardian in 
the commonwealth competent to act. 

Sect. 7. Every marriage, solemnized within this commonwealth, 
which is prohibited on account of consanguinity or aflinity between 
the parties, or on account of either of them having a former wife or 
husband living, or when either party was insane or an idiot, shall be 
void without a decree of divorce or other legal process. 

Sect. 8. Every marriage solemnized when either party was under 
the age of consent shall be similarly void, if the parties separate 
during such nonage, and do not afterwards cohabit. 

Sect. 9. The validity of a marringe shall not be questioned in 
the trial of a collateral issue on account of the insanity or idiocy of 
either party, but such question shall only be raised in a process in- 
stituted to test such validity in the lifetime of both parties. 

Sect. 10. When persons resident in this commonwealth, in order 
to evade any of the provisions of the first five sections of this chap- 
ter, and with an intention of returning to reside in this common- 
wealth, go into another state or country and there have their mar- 
riage solemnized, and afterwards return and reside here, the marriage 
shall be deemed void in this commonwealth. 

Sect. 11. When the validity of a marriage is doubted, either 
party may file a libel for annulling such marriage, or, when the valid- 
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ity of a marriage is denied or doubted by eitj^er party, the other 
party may file a libel for affirming the same. Such libel shall be 
tiled in the same manner as a libel for divorce, and all the provis- 
ions of chapter one hundred and forty-six relative to libels for di- 
vorce, and section twenty-four of said chapter relative to the powers 
of the court in relation thereto, shall, so far as applicable, apply to 
libels under this section. Upon proof of the nullity or validity of 
the marriage, it shall be declared void or affirmed by a decree of the 
court, and such decree of nullity may be made notwithstanding the 
marriage was solemnized out of the commonwealth, if the libellant 
had his domicil in the commonwealth when the marriage was solem- 
nized and also when the libel was filed, and such decree affirming a 
marriage shall be conclusive upon all persons concerned. 

LEOrnMACT, CARE, ETC., OP ISSUE OF VOID MARRIAGES. 

Sect. 12. The issue of a marriage declared void on account of 
consanguinity or affinity between the parties shall be deemed to be 
illegitimate. 

Sect. 13. The issue of a marriage declared void on account of 
the nonage, insanity, or idiocy of either party shall be deemed to be 
the legitimate issue of the parent who was capable of contracting 
the marriage. 

Sect. 14. When a marriage is declared void on account of a prior 
marriage of either party, and it appears that the second marriage 
was contracted in good faith and with the full belief of the parties 
that the former husband or wife was dead, that fact shall be stated 
in the decree, and the issue of the second marriage, born or begotten 
before the commencement of the suit, shall be deemed to be the legiti- 
mate issue' of the parent capable of- contracting the marriage. 

Sect. 15. Upon or after a decree of nullity the court shall have 
similar power to make orders concerning the care, custody and main- 
tenance of the minor children of the parties as upon a decree of 
divorce. 

NOTICE OF INTENTION OF MARRIAGE. 

Sect. 16. Persons intending to be joined in marriage in this 
commonwealth shall before their marriage cause notice of their in- 
tention to be entered in the office of the clerk or re^ijistrar of the 
city or town in which they respectively dwell, or, if they do not 
dwell within the commonwealth, in the office of the clerk or registrar 
of the city or town in which they propose to have the marriage sol- 
emnized. If there is no such clerk or registrar in the place of their 
residence, the entry shall be made in an adjoining city or town. 

Sect. 17. The clerk or registrar shall deliver to the parties a cer- 
tificate under his hand, specifying the time when notice of the inten- 
tion of marriage was entered with him, together with all facts in 
relation to the marriage which are required by law to be ascertained 
and recorded, except those respecting the person by whom the mar- 
riage is to be solemnized. Such certificate shall be delivered to the 
minister or magistrate before whom the marriage is to be contracted, 
before he proceeds to solemnize, the same. 
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Sect. 18. If a clerk or registrar issues such certificate to a male 
under the age of twenty-one years, or to a female under the age of 
eighteen years, when he has reasonable cause to suppose the person 
to be under such age, except upon the application or consent in writ- 
ing of the parent, master, or guardian of such person, he shall for- 
feit a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars ; but if there is no 
parent, master, or guardian in this commonwealth competent to act, 
a certificate may be issued without such application or consent. 

Sect. 19. The clerk or registrar may require of any person apply- 
ing for such certificate an afiSdavit setting forth the age of the parties ; 
which afiSdavit shall be sworn to before a justice of the peace, and 
shall be sufficient proof of age to authorize the issuing of the certificate. 

Sect. 20. Whoever, when applying for such a certificate, wilfully 
makes a false statement in relation to the age, residence, parent, 
master, or guardian of either of the parties intending marriage, 
shall forfeit a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 21 . When a marriage is solemnized in another state between 
parties living in this commonwealth, and they return to dwell here, 
they shall within seven days after their return file with the clerk or 
registrar of the city or town where either of them lived at the time 
a certificate or declaration of their marriage, including the facts 
concerning marriages required by law ; and for every neglect so to 
do they shall forfeit ten dollars. 

BT WHOM AND HOW MARRIAGE MAT BE SOLEMNIZED. 

Sect. 22. A marriage may be solemnized by a justice of the peace 
or by a minister of the gospel, ordained according to the usage of 
his denomination, who resides in the commonwealth and continues 
to perform the functions of his office ; but every marriage shall be 
solemnized in the city or town in which the person solemnizing it 
resides, or in which one or both of the persons to be married reside. 

Sect. 23. A marriage among the people called Friends or Quakers 
may be solemnized in the manner heretofore used and practised in 
their societies. 

Sect. 24. Every justice of the peace, minister, and cler^ or 
keeper of the records of a meeting wherein marriages among Friends 
or Quakers are solemnized, shall make a record of each marriage 
solemnized before him, or in such meeting, and of all facts relating 
to the marriage which are required by law to be recorded. He shall 
also, between the first and tenth days of each month, return a copy 
of all such records for the month next preceding to the clerk or reg- 
istrar of the city or town in which the marriage was solemnized, and 
shall, when one or both of the parties to the marriage resided in a 
city or town other than that in which the marriage was solemnized, 
return a copy of the record of such marriage to the clerk or registrar 
of the city or town in which either party resided, and to the clerks 
or registrars of both cities or towns when the parties resided in dififer- 
ent places. All marriages so returned shall be recorded by the clerk 
or registrar, and every person neglecting to make the returns required 
by this section shall forfeit for each neglect not less than twenty nor 
wore than one hundred dollars. 
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Sect. 25. A justieeof tbe peace ormiQister who joins persons in 
marriage contrary to the provisions of this chapter, knowing that 
the marriage is not duly authorized, shall forfeit not less than fifty 
nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 26. Whoever undertakes to join persons in marriage, 
knowing that he is not authorized so to do, shall be imprisoned in 
the jail for a term not exceeding six months, or pay a fine of not 
less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars.

When the fact of marriage is required or offered to be 
proved before a court, evidence of the admission of such fact by 
the party against whom the process is instituted, or evidence of 
general repute or of cohabitation as married persons, or any other 
cir(!umstantial or presumptive evidence from which the fact may be 
inferred, shall be competent.

follows : — First, the husband or wife, as the case may be. Second, 
the next of kin.

The following plan of a Nomenclature and Classification of Diseases 
does not essentially differ from that authorized by the Registrar- 
General of England to be used in the preparation of the "Weekly 
Return of Births and Deaths in London," and is also, with slight 
modifications, identical with that embodied in a report drawn up by 
William Farr, Esq., M.D., of London, for the consideration of the 
International Statistical Congress which met at Paris in September, 
1855 ; which report was printed in the Appendix to the Sixteenth 
Registration Report of the Registrar-General, England. 

[Note.— This page and those that follow contain two lists of canscs of death. The 
first — that on the left side — may be called the Tabular List, and comprises all the 
heads which it is proposed to admit into the complete tables (IX. and X.), and under 
which ALL deaths, from whatever caase, are finally distributed. It represents those 
diseases which, under the same terms, or terms strictly synonymous with them, are 
found in practice to occur most frequently. 

The SiTPPLEMENTAL LisT is xtibordinote to the first, and contains the principal special 
diseases which it may be considered desirable to note. The figures in this list indicate 
the corresponding numbers of the tabular list under which such diseases are ultimately 
arranged.
